Docking proposes 
property tax limit 



TOPEKA (UPI) — Gov. 
Robert Docking proposed 
Monday nig^ht legislators 
adopt a ceiling to control 
property taxea and spend- 
loff at tha loMl Kovamiaaat 
lavat. 

In a lonr-pi«a atatement pre- 
pared for a stotewlde televlmlon 
asd radio broadeaat. tha Dano- 

cratic governor told a news con- 
ference his program Is "neces- 
sary to oMar relief to tha taillp 
vMial taspayar." 

DOCKING SAID, "The lid 
will be two-fold. It first will 
nntt tha growth of operating 
expaodltareB of all local bod- 
geta to not more than five per 
cant annually- This limit should 
not be exceeded without voter 
approval. 

"A second measure to tighten 
the lid and assure the individual 
more eontrol, will reiiolre ade- 
quate notice of a proposed mill 
levy Increase In the property 
tax within the five per cent limi- 
tation so the taxpayers liava an 
opportunity to vote on tiia pro- 
posed increase. If the proposal 
la diaapproved. It should not go 
tnto affaet.**

Docking said he bM been

The state chief executive 
pledged himaaU to • "reform" 
legislative program. He urged 
governmental reorfanlaatlon. tax 
yeform, and "strlet aotttnrt of 
property taxes." 

DOCKING WAS critical of 
simply increasing state aid to lo- 
cal gOTernment to relieve in- 
creasing property taxes. "Kan- 
sas has experimented with rate* 
lag state taxes and distributing 
the money to local governments 
without afteeUTa limitations on 
local spending. The results 
have been accelerated property 
taxes and Inere aaad atato mm." 
he said. 

It was believed to be the first 
time a Kansas governor revealed 
hia l^islatlve proposals in ad- 
vance of a formal appearance 

before the legislature. Dock- 
ing's formal legislative and bud- 
get address was scheduled for 3 
m. Tuesday before a Joint ses-

STUllffllT FEES are the only source of income tor the 
health center. At the present time atudaata pay |18 to iaaa 
whteh are naad tor peraonael aalariaa aad ntUttlaa. 

"Part of tha ahortaga eould ha atlavlated It phyidetena oould 
he uaad mora otttelently," Jubelt aaid. "Today many doetora. 
particularly in university health centers, maintain adminis- 
trative positions which leaves very litUa time tor the practice 
of medicine. 

"If these administrative funetloiui eould he taken over hy 
experienced persona with a knowledge ol madletae aad hual- 
neea, it would tree maiqr AMtora for madleal praetloe. 

"It la almost certain that K-State student health will not 
get anyone to fiU the gaps before summer," Jubelt said. 

"Before our wtaXt is back to full capacity, we can only treat 
the most immediate and urK*iU eaaes. We tell the students 
who come in for physicals and birth control prodncts to con- 
tact another doctor In Manhattan or to go to thair family 
physletaaa." 

IN THE BiONTH of November alon*- the average number of 
out-patients — those who were not admitted Into the hos- 
pital — averaged 148 persona a day. 

"When the staff returns to normal, theaa aervleea wUl proh- 
ably be resumed." Jubelt aald. "Until than wa wm kaap ad- 
vo«tlatog to madieal Joamala aad sending lettara to phyalataaa 
lo<^^J»s for poaitlnna.

Holland named Swedish ambassador 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nixon an- 
nounced the nomination Monday of Jerome Holland, 
a Negro educator, as U.S. ambassador to Sweden. The 
post has been vacant for the past year partly because 
of Sweden's diplomatic recognition ot North Viet- 
nam and her policy of granting political asylum to American 
military deserters. 

Holland. S4-year-old president of Hampton Institute In 
Virginia, will succpcd William Heath, a Texan appointed hy 
President Johnaon, who resigned effective Feb. 88, 18«9, af- 
ter bis Smate conflrmattoii. 

ASKED WHY President Nixon selected Holland and why 

lie chose this particular time to name him. White House 
Press Secretary Ronald Zlegler told reporters: "He feeia 
be la the best qualified man to he the ambasaador and he 
feels this is the appropriate time to make the appoint niont " 
Nixon al.so believes Holland, the fonrth Negro ambassador 
named by the administration, will he able to "contribute to 
rallavlag some of the tensions tint «dst between the two 
eonstrles," Zlegler added.

A\D EVEN President Nixon did not counterbalance 
all these negative effects by appointing an outstanding 
and distinguished ambassador like Cabot Lodge, for- 
mer Amabaasador to the Federal Repnbllc of Ger- 
many. Instead of that he appointed a business man- 
ager who not only financed antl-Oerman propaganda 
In the 1>60b, but also does not speak a word of German 
and proved his complete ignoranee of basic issues of 
German foreign policy during the hearing in the Sen* 
ate Foreign Relation Committee prior to the Senate's 
confinnatlon of the Preirtdenfa appointment.

Bui because of the fact that sttall eovatrlea are 
earetully watting the domestic deretopnient of this 
powerfSl nation which they are politically dependant 
on, Germans as well as other Europeans, and especial- 
ly the youth, became aware of the deep lack between 
the Ideals of the Fonndlng Fathers, the basis of the 
U.*.

THIS PHRASE AND the article as a whole might 

lead many people to think that every German reacts 
with prejudice in encounters with Americans. Any- 
one who has been in Germany for a prolonged visit 
or for study recognizes that some Germans show 
prejudice, but that these Germans represent a very 
small percentage of the Gennaa population and that 
they react as Individuals for definite reasons. 

One can list some of the most common reasons ss: 
fl) stIU seeing the American military in Germany 
as representative of a force of occupation, rather 
than as a security force; (2) publicity arlsiag from 
the more serious crimes in Germany committed by 
Americans: (3) American foreign policy, such as 
involvement in Vietnam and developing countries on 
the one hand, and disengagement in such far-reach- 
ing problems as the mttttMy eottp hi Greece and 
the building ot the Berlin wall on the othfr; M) 
American economic involvement In Germany and other 
countries, and Uie uneMlness at the posstbDlty of 
Germany becoming economically dependent on U.S. 
firms in such areas as electronics, chemistry, phar- 
macy, foodstiiffi, etc.; (6) displeasure at seeing 
German traditions and life styles being influenced 
and replaced because ot American films. Imports, 
and general culture; and (f) penoaal eBOOUBters 
With Amerlcaas that lead to pnjudleet. 

THERE ARE ALSO many things that Americans 
might misuBdmrtand as prejudice. For Instance, 
Germans even with other Germans are often more 
"reserved" and "distant" than most Americans. The 
foreigner, as in Amerlea, flute tiiat he must often 
take the initiative In meeting people and in making 
friends. If, after a year ot living in Germany, an 
A nuTicHh- student feels thst he is not accepted by 
the Germans, the fault lies not necessarily with the 
Gt^rmuiif, but rather with the student himwU. 

Finally, the American studeaU In Germany face 
their biggest problem in the language barrier, not in 
cultural differences or prejudices. We feel that 12 
credit hours is no guarantee of the ability to speak 
and understand German, it only because of the num- 
erous different dialects in German. However, any 
Ameriean who attempts to communicate with Germans 
la thete own language and to uaderstaad their culture 
finds his egvorleaew in Qanutty vacy •araonally r«- 
warUag.

"I had a headache. I took a pill and 
I don't think now it was an aspirin," 
Steve Felletler said to his wife the 
night before he was found dead of a 
self-inflicted gunshot wound Der. 5. 

He was a K>State fF«ihman in pre- 
forestry. 

Pelletier, according to his wife, had 
been at Farrtil Library working on a term 
paper when he developed a headache and 
asked a girl there for an aspirin. He knew 
neither the glH net^'hiir dele. 

When he came baek to their spartment, 
304fi South Delaware. "He was acting 
strange." Mrs. PstteUer said. To her, he 
appeared tmt anA sftaMd slimwt iatoxi- 
eated. 

He went to bed that night and "aeled aU 
r^t the nest dar/' seeording to hto wife. 

SUSPICIONS about the Identity of the 
pDl arise from Pslletier's own donbts that 
it was an aspirin and his wife's obsenratlone 
of his bebarior after he took it. 

Were It an hallnetaosea. it could hare been 
"the worst thing in the world" for someone 
In a depressed mental condition, according 
to Dr. BarrtU Laey of stadest health. 

And according to bto wife, Pelletler was 



depressed for seTeral days prior to hto sui- 
cide. 

At lunch the day of hto death, they dls- 

I ussi il their financial problems and he was 
disturbed by his wife's suggestion that she 
take another job at night. 

Problems bothering her late husband, Mrs. 
Pelletier cited In a letter: "The pressure of 
knowing you must make It In school or get 
drafted;" the fact that she had to work to 
support him in school; and the possibility 
that she might have to "moon-light to make 
ends meet." 

"I know Steve was depressed and diseon- 
Bolated lor the last day or two of his life," 
she said. "A wife can t^l that but not al- 
ways be able to tell whr it to so. I teled to 
talk to him about it." 

WI1£N SHE reported his death to police 
she did not mention the pUl of the night 
befora. 

Later In discussing the matter with a psy 
chologist, she learned that taking s pUl when 
one to depressed ean somettoMs e(»npo«ad 

the frustration. 

Whether the piU contributed to hto ae- 
ttotts and eottld ponlhty be a factor in his 

death will never be known besanae an Sn- 
topsy was not performed. 

All Mrs. Pelletler knows to what her hus- 
band told her the night before his suleMe: 
"1 don't think now it was an aspirin."

Students can ask for early examination

The pre-induotlon physical examination 

be taken and {ttssed before one can be 
ordered for induction into the armed forces, 
unless he Is a draft delinquent or a volunteer 
for induction. Sometimes even delinquents 
and volunteers are sent for ei a mlna tion but 
the deetaiott is up to the local board. 

Under the new "lottery," local boards are 
being asked to process ail 18-year-olds to de- 
termine their physical acceptability in their 
18 th year. This means that an 18 -year-old 
will know of his draft eligibility «?ea before 
he Is assigned a tottery number. 

Another new dimension of the lottery is 
that every registrant may "request" to take 
his physical exam even if he has several years 
of deferment elgiblity left (for example a 2S 
student in his sophomore year could request 
his physical and not wait untU near the end of 
his deferment time.) 

THE POIXT IS that if you want to know 
your pass-fail status in regards to your selec- 
tive service physical exam, the new lottery 
law gives you the Initiative in asWng your 
boi^ to give you the examlnaUon at the 
eurllest possible moment. 

After it orders you to take a pre-induction 
physical, vour local board should send ail evi- 
dence in your fUe that relates to your medical 



condition to the Armed Forces Efacamining and 
Btttrance Station (AFEBS). 

If you are 18 or if you plan on asking for a 
physical exam you should be sure your file is 
up to date with reference to your physical 
picture. To guard against the possibility that 
some evidence may not reach the AFEES, you 
should take one of your own copies of the evi- 
dence of your disqualifying condiUon with you 
to the examination. 

BEFOBE TOV receive the physical exami- 
nation, you will be required to fill out a num- 
ber of forms. One calls for Information about 
illnesses and other medical conditions you 
have had in the past or now have, both physi- 
cal and psychological. You should complete 
this form very carefully because the conditions 
yon list on it are more likely to receive at- 
tention during the examination. 

Since the examination may be hasty, you 
should point out to the doctors that you have 
evidence of a disqualifying condition, and if 
necessary be Instetent that It be considered 
earefidly. 

Many men ask "what conditions (physical 
and psychological) are deferable?" We have 
copies of the Medical Fitness Standards For 
Appointments, Enlistment, and Induction, 
Army Regulations 40-601. This section of the 
Army Regulations consists of a list of me^

The Goodnow Memorial Museum Association will be re- 
Sponsible for restoring the home and related improvements. 
The state vlU be free of obligation except for maintaining the 
home occasionally and maybe picking up a portion of the bill 
if the association can't quite make it. 

Cost of restoration depends on the facilities, all of which 
wUl be saved. IsUmates range from as little as 120.000 to 
M araek at ftO.tf 0. 



IX>YAL PAYNE, a Manhattan resident, is one of the 
moving forces to ssTe the Goodnow home. She eared for Mlaa 

Parkereon, who was raised by the (loodnows after her parents 
died. Mrs. Payne acquired the mortgage-covered home before 
Mlas Pai^arson'i deatk. 

Several efforts kave been nade to save the Goodnow home 
before. The first was with the K.S.T.A. Centennial in 19C8. 
But problems caused the efforts to fall through. 

Two ^Eorts kave been made for l^litatlve action to reatora 
th« kOTie. Thki year's effort waa a saeoMS. 

GOODNOW FtTROHASfTD A stone cabin with a basement and 
wine cellar from a Mr. Currier. He tken oompleted the main 
part of the house in 18 69. 

The most impressive part of the house is a two-story lime- 
stone front wltk a chimney at both ends. He added a frame 
bedroom in 187f. 

Supporting beams in the basement celling reveal gnawings 
of visiting termites. Upstairs plastering needs replaolng and 
wiring kas to bo modemfaed. 

Plumbing must also be rearrangad. Goodnow's etudy has 
become a bathroom for tenants, some of which were college 
students,

MRS. PAYNE AND Mrs, Max Wolf, another Interested Man- 
hattan resident, have guarded Goodnow's antlQnes from van- 
dals.

JACKSON, Miss. (UPI)— Got. Jolm 
Bell Williams called for support Tues- 
day of private and public schools in 
Mississippi to preserve "quality edu- 
catioii' - for all ehadrea In ^e wake of 
the Sttinrenie Ooort*! total Integration 
mandate. 

"The courts have forced on us a 
unitary public school system," Williams told 
the state tesislatare, "bat In doing so, th^ 
have brought into being a dual ayatem of 
education: one public; the other, private/' 

It was the coveraev's first major addres* 
since Implementation of the Supreme Court's 
decree began last week In 30 of the state's 
14S school districts. All hat five of the SO 
have resumed regular classes with no major 
Incidents hut there has been a nantre with- 
drawal by whites In heavily blaek amis. 

IN WASHINGTON, three federal Judges 
Tuesday ordered the federal government to 
stop issuing tax exemptions for white pri- 
vate schools mushrooming in Mississippi fol- 
lowing massive desegratton of public schools. 



The three-]adge eonrt also Issaed a tempo* 

rary injunction halting farther determina- 
tions that contributions to the schools are 
tax detfaetlbla. 

The Injunctlona were directed at Treasury 
Secretory David Kennedy and Randolph 
Thrower, eonmfsslonm of Internal Reveaae. 

TiYniLLIAMS UROEn the legtslatara to.eon- 
aider a proposal giving stote tax credit to 
. persons who anlst in the flaaaetal sapport 
of either public or private schools. 

He said the past few days have shown that 
"thousands of Mississippi parents, white and 
blaek. wfll not accept the c^mdltlona imposed 
oa their chlldrens' education by the coarts. 

"It Is to be expected that thousands more 
will follow suit as schools complete their 
first semester and enter into the next se- 
mester under the harden of these decrees." 

In tke drive to help piivmta tehoola, how- 
ever. Williams said public schools "remained 
in the long run, the most practical meaas of 
mass education."

Prof clarifies philosophy plan

AUhougli I WM quite delighted to come across 
the article In last PHdsy*! '*Co«eglan*' about the 
activities of the Philosophy Club and the new poli- 
cies ol the PhllOBOphy Department there were, never- 
thelesB, certain inaccuraclea and some lack of clarity 
that need correcting that the UnWenity community 
might have a better nottoii of what Is afoot in our 
department. 

Tlie use of undergraduate atudenta a« teaehlng 
amiatanta will not begin on a syBtematic basis until 
next fan. At that time undergraduate students who 
have completed basic requirements for a major in 
phlloaophy — eoimwa in logic, ethics, and the history 
of philosophy — may enroH for a seminar that will 
involve them in leading discnsalon gronvs in one 
section of the Introduction to Philosophy course.

Nebraska win puts 'Cats 
in Big Eight driver's seat

Surpriaing? Yes, but Big Eight follow- 
ers know now what the Wildcats are like, 
and ^» M^fiMiion ei surprise has chang- 
ed to one of respect for Cotton Fltssln- 
mons' SQuad. 

THE *CATS opened up with two big 
wins against OUaboma State and OlOa- 
homa la Aheam Field House, but every- 
one kind of takes for granted that tlie 
Wildcats will win at home i^EKrdless 
of whom they play. 

But the "Cats really proved themselves 
to all doubters Tuesday when they left 
the Nebraska Coliseom witli a 71-84 win 
over the Cornhuskers — something that 
doesn't liappen just too often at Uaeoln. 

SEVEBJLL VHIKaS are worth men- 
ttontng about tbe Nebraska game. First 
of all ,it is no mean feat to win at Lin- 
coln. Generally conceded to be one of the 
toughest road games on the conference 
schedule, the Coliseum at Nebraska is as 
bad as its reputation implies. 

With over 8.000 fans crammed into tbe 
buiMlng — some with their feet literally 
on tbe court, a noisy pep band with an 
over - exuberant drummer right at mid- 
court, and Coach Joe Cipriano running 
around, it's a psychological nightmare to 
Tifstlng teams. 

ANOTHEIt ASPECT of the game worth 
mentioning was the poise K-State display- 



ed as the Cornhuskers rallied to cut the 

Wildcats' 13-point lead down to two. 

Ordinarily, with the momentum defi- 
nitely with the 'Huskers, a visiting team 
would wilt under tbe pressure. Not K- 
State. They quickly recovered and built 
the lead up to six, holding Nebraska score- 
less from the field the final five minutes. 

It was a great win for K-State and puts 
them alone on top of the Big Eight. Col- 
orado is the only other conference team 
witbout a Itm, but tbe Buffaloes haven't 
played a conference game yet. They open 
Saturday at Lincoln, and unless I miss my 
guess, the Cornhuskers will be more than 
ready to make sure they don't lose twice 
in succession at home. 

THE WILDCATS take a two- week 
breather from Big Eight play to face a 
couple of visiting teams. St. Francis of 
FenuBylvania will invade Ahearn Field 
House Saturday night and the 'Cats bet- 
ter be res<^. 

Traditionally one of the better teams 
on the east coast, the Frankies provide a 
formidable obstacle for K - State, which 
could be a little "down" after the Nebras- 
ka game. 

X-STATE IS 11-3 overall for tbe sea- 
son. They have won four in a row and 
elgbt out of the last nine. Their seasonal 
mark, as well as the conference record, 
is tops in the Big Eight. 

The Wildcats are an exciting team to 
watcb, but, more lulportant, fbey are lead- 
ing tbe Big BSght race. Take a break from 
the pressure of finals and go out and see 
them play Saturday night.

Nigerian leader, Oen. Yahnbn Clown.

following the flight abroad Saturday of Gen. Odumegwu 
Ojukwu, signed on behalf of the seceaslonlsta. Oowon signed 
tor federal Nigeria. 

IN A ST.\TKMKNT issued 1« Qeneva, OJuhwu charged the 
Nigerian government Intends to "exterminate" Biafrans by 
pieventlftf relief supplleo from getting through to them. He 
said Biafra hitd been starved into defeat and warned that 
'unless food can get into Biafran months In the nest 78 
houra, it will be too late" to w hia people from atnrvntlon. 

American sources In 0«Mva said Oiukwu was flown out of 
Blafra in an American aircraft along with hU aldei, their 
families and the Biafran leader's white

I Forgotten Tom Crapper no flush in pan

In this day of modem convenience apf^- 
ances it's easy to forget our less fortunate an- 
cestors who made do with much less automa- 
tion. 

Bven easier to forget we the scores of In- 
ventors who gave their time and energy for 
the bettenaeat of the world. 

NO OKE of course Ignores Thomas Alva 
Edison and the electric light, Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell's telephone, Ouglielmo Hatconl who 
built the first radio or Ellas Howe, the man 
responsible- for the sewing machine. 

But what of the other men whose inventions 
are used and taken for granted? What of the 
mea who are foregotten after s(»netim<Mi 
spending their lives perfeettng tbeiir inven- 
tions. 

A CASE in point is Thomas Crapper, a 
British sanitary engineer whose claim to 
fame is being the father of the modem toilet. 



Thomas never quite achieved fame althoni^ 
Crapper*8 vaiveless Water-Waste Preventer 
is still in use today. 

Some, noting that Crapper became a house- 
hold word for a time, considered this fame in 
Itself, but during Cropper's lifetime he was 
virtually unknown. 

CBAFFEB LIVED and died In the nine- 
teenth century when the need for a sanitary 
method of waste disposal was badly needed. 

Before his time people yanked on a chain 
that Ufted a valve releadng water from a cis- 
tern Into a flushing pipe — a technical W9.f of 
saying 3^u just pulled the plug. 

This system had a serious drawback. Few 
valves held a perfect seal for long and the 
leaks from British tollete put a strain on the 
water supply. Resmrroirs ran dry. I>rougfa( 
appeared ima^n^t 

ENTER THOMAS Crapper from Chelsea* 
with a disposal proposal. Crapper's solution 
to the problem consisted of a float, a metal

It is said that Crapper's brain- 
child "achieved a superflush that completely ^ 
cleared away ten large apples, a flat sponge, 
three wads of paper and four paper sheets 
stuck to the howl with grease.** 

Novelist Wallace Reynolds in his book 
"Flushed With Pride" notes that Crapper's 
success "was no mere flush in the pan.'* 

THE AGIHCi invfflitor followed up his In- 
vention with innovations such sm Crapper's 

Seat Action Automatic Plush, a system where 
the flush mechanism was achieved by raising 
the toilet seat instead of pulling the chain. 

He also gained glory for his new drainage 
system which did much to clear the air in 
Bnglattd* 

A call for help came from British prison 
officials. Prisoners picked up a bad habit of 

clubbing guards with pipes ripped from the 
toilet. Crapper solved the problem with '-^^ 
cantilevered system that kept the pipes bidden? 

THESE acomplishments brought Crapper 

to the attention of Edward VII, who commis- 
sioned him to outfit his new country home. 
Crapper by then was working out of a three- 
story headquarters on Kings Road. 

Crapper passed Into old ^e rtiU envolved 
with his work. Happily yanking the chains of 
his new "Aquarius" and "Cascade" models, 
Crapper tested new innovations until his 
death at age 73. 

A TESTnrOIIT to the genius of the man 
can be found in almost every home in Amer- 
ica. But his name has almost been forgotten. 

Somewhere among the cloisters of West- i 
minster Abby liidden among the tombstones 
many heralded Britons, a manhole cover over 
his grave Iwars the inscription "Thos. Crapper. 
Sanitary Engineer Chelsea."

Nigerian calls Ibos 'brothers'

The United States press reports oa the 
Nigerian sltuatton have turned from being 
blaied and erroneous to being outrtghtly pro- 
TOttitiYe now that the war is over. A leading 
U.S. paper had the headline "U.S. Concerned 
Over Ibos' Pate*'. The paper went on to say 
that the U.S. government is concerned be- 
cause of "postwwr compUcatlqns including 
the spectre of mass perseeutlon of the defeated 
Ibos". This at best is bad taste in Journalism 
and at worst a provocstlon. Such statements serve 
BO usefnl purpose. They only instill fear and hatred 
into tbo Ibos and make reconciliation very difficult If 
not impofisibte. It Indeed the U.S. government Is 
eoneerned, the Nigerian government could care leas. 

The federal military leader of Nigeria has re- 
peatedly proclaimed that the end of the war was not 
a defeat for the Ibos but It's Just a rebellion put 
down. At no time dartas the ttghtlag has the Ibo 
haea eaUod an enemy hat rnthvr a "rohel". Govoa't 



proclamation of a general amnestry and order to 
welcome hack and treat the Ibos as brothers bave 
been beeatttltnlly played down in fine print. 

A UPI press release headlined as "Nigerians cele- 
brating" In the Wednesday Collegian Is both errone- 
ous and misleading. A demonstration on the Roman 
Catholic Secretariat because oi its role during the 
war could hardly be called a "victory celebration" as 
reported by UPI. I can't imagine why police wonld 
have to use tear gas on "vl^ry celebrators". One 
might also ask why there were no victory celebra- 
tions In other cities in Nigeria. On the eontrary, 
hi^ government offtoials saM there wss no rejoic- 
ing in Nigeria because the end of tho w«r wtm "wA 
a victory over an enemy'.' 

The end of the shooting Is only the beginning of 
the more odious and painful tasks ahead — that of ne- 
gotiation for a lasting peace, reconciliation and re- 
building. These are tsaks for the Nigerians and If 
the press here cannot Iielp by truthful rfportlng of 
the proceedings, the best it can do Is stay out instead 
of fomenting antagonism among the people. 

Welcome dear Ibo brothera and long live Unitod 
Nlferla.

A record-breaking spring enrollment figure is predicted 
for K-State although a six per cent decrease trom fall en- 
rollment is expected. 

According to E. M. Gerritz, dean of adrntssllMls ftnd rec- 
ords, tbis drop is normal becanse tlte number df students 
who graduate, Ummtfer or drop out because of low schol- 
astic atandtais Is greater than the number of tocomittg 
students. 

Total enrollment last semester was 13,149. Expected 
enrollment tbis semester is 12,300 studraCl. 

THB SFIUIIO enrollment figure, however, still breaks 
the spring enrollment high. Last ^rlng, the number of 
students enrolled was 11,800.

NEW VOKK — Of the 8.5 million American women talcing 
birth control pills, 18 per cent have stopped recently and 23 
per cent more are seriously considering stopping becnuae of 
tear over harmful Hide effects, it wiis reported Sund»y. 

Newsweek magazine said it based this finding on a tele- 
phone poll of 895 women between the ages of SI and 48 con> 
ducted last week by the (Jallup organization. 

About a quarter of tbe women told Uallup's women inter- 
viewers they had been using the pill during the last three 
months. 

"What makes the proportion of women who are defecting 
even more remarkable la the fact that many of them also say 
that they have had entirely iatlafactory «KV«rlenees with tho 
pill," the mmEailoe said.

WeU» here are some short easy-to-fol- 
lov Ins^ucttoiit in fUlng ronr tnoome tax fe- 
tum. 4 

First, acquire a Form 1040 Individual In- 
come Tax Return from the Department of the 
Treasury Internal Revenue Service, Washing- 
ton, D.d If they don't liftVe any try at yoi^ 
looftl poit office. 

UNLESS ¥0U have made too much niout-y 
or are looking for tax loopholes, you need 
only one form. 

But, tf you're not one (tf tlie lucky taxpayers 
lirlio need only Form 1040 you're in trouble. 
You have to deal with schedules A, B, C, D, 
E. F, G, R, SE, T and W-2 in triplicate. 

On line 11 indicate the amount you received 
In ises from wages, tips, salaries and et cetera. 



The govmnent prefers that taxpayers not 
enter bribe payoffs, numbers game profits and 
protection money In this space, but would 
prefer it on line 14 for Other Income. 

AT>1» THESE TWO lines plus 12a less 12b 
plus 13 and this will give you your adjusted 
gross income, which isn't near as gross as It 
Is after you realise you nem saw all that 



If you earned less than $5,000, skip Schedule 
T and go to Tax Tables A, B or C. 

Now, if you are single and not married, you 
are eligible for Table A. Married couples filing 
on the same form may use Table B. Married 
couples filing separate returns are stuck wl^ 
Table C. 

TAKE AN A8PIBIM and apply the total on 
line 15c to the appropriate table and you 
should come up with your taxes, which should 
be entered on line 16.

Many reasons prevent local 
draft boards from filling quotas. 
Men have found openings within 
National Guard and resprve 
units. Also a problem in the gap 
caused by student determents. 
It will be eased somewhat in 
June as approximately SO to 90 
p«r cent of college seniors gradu- 
ate and lose student determents. 

TO RBDVCE draft inequity, 
there is a proposal from the 
Defense Department to limit all 
deferments in the future to med- 
ical students and physical dis- 
ubiiities and hardship cases. 

This proposal requires Con- 
gressional action. It has been 

reviewed by the National Secur- 
ity Council and will be laid be- 
fore the Senate Armed Sorviea 
Committee next month. 

Sophomores, Juniors and sen- 
iors in college with existing stu- 
dent determents will retain these 
and bo permitted to gradnato. It 
tke new proyetgl taaa—a tew.

I had walked down the same dreary corridor 
between the locker rooms and Ahearn Field 
House a hundred times in recent years. The 
double doon that open up to tbe steps leading 
into the Field Hooie. the ««ath«red jprejr 
htoachers, the dirt floor and the gUttening 
wooden basketball floor wove all tbo MUM. But 
It was never like this. 

This time I wasn't a sports writer; I was a 
player. Not a (or-real player, but a reporter 
actShg like a plar«r. I wanted to find out what 
It'a Uhe to go through the praeticea — the 
WOfk and sweat and ererything else that a 
player goes through before the games. And I 
^ wanted to find out what the games were like 
as a player, from the bench and on tbe floor. 

A8 I iTSPPEB up on the floor with the 
rest of the K-State freshman team for my first 
practice, I remembered a couple hours before 
when Gene Hobbins, K-State's assistant coach, 
had looked up at me from UadetiE with a fun- 
ny smlik and aidEtd if I knew what I was 
ttng Into. 

"Sure," I told him hluitly. and looked away. 
Right now, I didn't know if I knew. But at the 
time I didn't need anyofie else questioning me. 
1 could tell that freshmfin eoach Larry Weigel 
«|Bint overly enthuaed about tiio atrenmont 
thit hla hoM» Osmm WH^mmmM, M iottiii 
kim into. 

It was getting close to 3 p.m., that magic 
time In the day when Weigel makes the transi- 
tion from the resident comedian, nUmlc and 
•toryteller to trvahmaM eom^ a leeturtng taih- 
^ master. At 2e, he's ahead In his profession, af- 
t«r playing at K-State fire years and assisting

proached S p.m., practice time, he was turning 
Into M ooa^ 

"WE'VE GOT a lot of things to get done 
this week," Weigel was saying. 

"I'm not going to get in your way," I said. 
"If I get in yomr way* (|«it Dont worry

I could see I wasn't convincing him. 

"Listen," I said. "I'll Just run through the 
drills with them and I can sit out when you 
need to get something done. I just want you 
to treat me like you would anybody elM Ual 
oame out for the taam now.** 

■^I woiildn*t let auybody else oema out tkii 
.late,** he repUed. 

THAT STOPPED me. Luckily Cotton came 
out of his adjoining office and casually told 
Weigel not to kttl me in pnuitiee tonight as he 
paated through the office. 

"Okay," Weigel said, turning to me. "Come 
down about 2:30 and we'll get you fixed up." 

I left and Weigel looked back down at the 
work on his dMk. 

NOW, ON THE court, I was wondering. I 
felt completely out of place, and I probably 
looked It. These days 5-foot-8 basketball play- 
ers are hard to find, especially slow S-foot-S 
pN^OiS. 

"He's terrible and he's so short," frosh Rott 
Green said about me a little later in the prac- 
tice. "I don't think he'll ever help any." 

I tried as hard as I could to fit In. All the 
players were on the court, tfhootisv baskets. I 
found a balhand followed suit. I made a couple 
baikets and got enthused. If there was any- 
thing that I didn't want, it was to be a dead 
give-away to the players. They didn't know 
who I was and I wanted to keep it that w^. 

SO I Wl£ popping here and there, jumping 
up with the shots, grabbing the ball and put- 
ting up another quick one. I was going pretty 

hard nnfl T>i**'tty soon I was breathing hard.

That showed me how bad of shape I was in. I 
hadn't played basketball since I was a Junior 
in high school. And I hadn't made it clear 
through the last three years there because I 
was so physiei^ unfit. 

About that time, Weigel blew his whistle and 
called everybody to the bench. He stood in 
front of us, looking like an ex-basketball play- 
er, a lanky 6-foot- 4, scars circling his knees — 
the mark of so many athletes. 

*'AI1 right* men/' he started out "We have 
a new guy out tonight. His name is Dan Tauck 
from Topeka. He's out on kind of a special 
deal for one week. Let's all help him us much 
as we can this week." 

HE WENT ON, lecturing to us how we 
shouldn't eat too much at Thanksgiving and 
how we all should work out every day in our 
high school gym or something. "Sure," the 
MA beside me whispered, while Weigel went 
on. 

Mo flnidied his Ulk and said we'd start 
warmups with the tipping drill. I got into line 
with everybody else. I had seen the drill be- 
fore. 

Ton tip the haU off on the side of the glass 
backboard, then sprint to the opposite baiket 
while the guy behind you tips the ball again 
before it hits the floor. When you get to the 
other end, you're behind somebody else who 
tips the ball up and then you tip it and follow 
him back down to tho other end to tip. Thm's 
no waiting around. 

AFTER 10 or so trips down the floor, I was 
^winded. I got to the point where I wasn't 
' jumping and tipping, just battling it %rith both 
hands, then turning and ttylng to get to the 

other end. The space between me and the guy 
in front of me was widening every lap, but I 
always seemed to get to the other end before 
the ball hit the floor. My lungs wero begin- 
ning to hurt. The only thing that kept me 
golfig was the thought that it couldn't go on 
much longer. It did. but I kept thinking It 
couldn't. So I kept going. We must have run 
the length of the court at least 20 times. 

Finally. Weigel blew his whistle. I let the 
upper half of my body collapse, bending at the 
waist with my hands on my knees, head hang- 
ing. I couldn't even begin to catch my breath 
because we started a passing drill. I trudged 
to the back of the longest of tbe four lines 
and bent over f^^ain. 

IT WASN^ too hard. There are four lines, 

one In each corner of half of the court. You 
receive the pass from a guy running out 0! 
the adjacent corner. You toss the ball back 
to him Just before he gets to you. He pivots 
and giTes the ball back and you copy his rou- 
tine to the next comer. 

There, I got maybe IB seconds before I ran 
through the thing again, going to the next 
corner. Once around the four lines, I couldn't 
catch the ball. I didn't have enough strength 
to grab it. llie ball was sUdk anyway because 
tlie floor is so dusty. 

Besides, there's always one kid who MkeB 
to show his strength by knocking you over 
with the pass from five feet. He was the one 
that passed to me the whole drill. He'd rifle 
the ball toward me and I'd try to knock it 
down. Then I'd fumble it, try to pick it up, 
stumble and usually kick it across the court. 

''Ckyme on Tauck," Weigel finally said. 

I COULDN'T help it. My attention was 
really on trying to get to the corner as quick 
as I could, so I could slump over and catch 
my breath. I kept going, but barely. I kept

City's low-rent housing plan

Construction will begin on Manhattan s 350 
low-rent housing uniu as soon as a developer 
is chosen, possibly as early as this siimBier. 

I-ow-income families and the elderly in 
Manhattan will be benefitted by the housing, 
probably built as five-or six story apartm^t8» 
duplexes and four-plexes.

a local bousing official a&id. 

The aearch liat began for a d«f«loper to ptmnt 
construction Bite Buggestiona. plans, and eitlnatAd 
costs. The Manhattan Local Housing Aathoritr 
headed hy Uatt Heaiy, wUl adTorttae for pro- 
!)os!i1k, which must include the site plans, the type 
of development planned, and such things as play 
i»Ms» pwrktns knd raereattoaal fMUittes, and exterior 

Tho LHA will review the proposals, which are not 
fiio actual bids, and then meet with the developer, 
contractor, architect and officials from the Fort Worth 
regional otfUse of Housliic and Urbsa DerelotpBieiit. 

ONOK XHB DBVKLOPBR Is ekomn and the ^aas 

are approved by Fort Worth, then construction be- 
glas. When the contract with the LUA Is fulfilled, 
ownership of the housing units Is turned over to the 
LHA. The Manhattan community will assume the 
directorship of the units, with the LHA aa ndmlnto- 
trati». 



It is the respoiulbllity of the developer to gate the 

funds necessary to build the units. After completion, 
the city will sell bonds to finance them, and nnaual 
eontrlbuttoas from the federal goreramemt will be 
used to retire those bondn. 

The value of the units to the Manhattan com- 
munity has been estimated at IS.S nOlton.

But there are always exceptions to the rule and 
Mitsugi Ohno is one of those exceptions. He is 
K-State's scientific glassblower, one of the finest 
in the world. 

Ohao't job InTolres the fahrieation of ideiitifie 
glassware for use in laboratories. It is an essen- 
tial but little-practiced art. Most schools must 
purcbase all of their glassware from commercial 
glassblowing establishmentfi which work on an 
asaeinbly line basis. They mm* make do with 
. whatever the companies see fit to make «vatl<- 
able. K-Stote is a fortunate esxmptim, 

WHY SILO TE(JH is that fortunate exception 
is a long and arduous story. Much of the credit 
must go to AlTin Caswell of the physics depart- 
ment. Barly in 1900 Cardwell heard through a 
friend that there was an exceptional glassblower 
at the University of Tokyu that wished to come to 
the United States. Following Japanese protocol, 
Cardwell wrote Ohno's superior asking permission 
to contact Ohno about a position at K-State« Per- 
mission was granted and the offer was made to 
Ohno. He gladly accepted. After a year of po- 
litical wrangling, immigration procedures were 
finally completed, and Ohno arrived at K-State. 

That was nine years ago In January 1961. Since 
that time Ohno has proved his worth to the Uni- 
versity beyond Question.

Besides the work he does for the University, 
Ohno also works for outside concerns in his spare 
time.

One such job several years ago financed a trip to 
Japan for Ohno and his family. 

Ohno exhibits his work with pride, but it is the 
unasstuning pride of a craftsman who is utterly

UTTEUEHT AMD concern have not 
been limited to youth. Pollution has 
become an Issue within all social 
circles and for all age groups.

President Nixon promised more federal 
ftistds for pollution control In his State 
of the Union address. Several laws 
have been introduced in Congress to- 
wards solution of the problems. 



BUT, SOMEONE forgot to tell our 
state's politicians. At least, that was 
the appearance giv^n those attending 
the second Qovemor's Conterenoe on 
Environmental Problems Jan. 26. Only 
five legislators made an appearance for 
the scheduled discussion time. Of the 
nine legislative and administrative 
leaders who were named as partici- 
pants in a news release prior to the 
conference, three attended. 

Those who did attend did little to 
ease the frustrations of those present. 
Questions were frequently evaded, 
often without skill. Interest in pollu- 
tion ^ntrol was minimal, at best. 

IISTEREST ALO>'E should provide 
enough motivation for our state's lead- 
ers to work toward solving our en- 
vironmental problems. The interest of 
the people idiould provide all the added 
Incentive an ai^te politidan would 
need. 



Reports on Africa misleading

I have watched with combined sadness, 
anger and amusement as the western press 
has consistently misreported and misunder- 
stood major events in West Africa during the 
past several years. About the only reporting 
from there to show real insight was a recent 
radio commentary by CBS news on Nigeria 
and some Christian Science Monitor articles 
on Ghana. 

THE ONLY «OENOCn»E** threat that ever 
existed was not one of Federal Nigerian de- 
sign, but rather one of undisciplined military. 
Similarly indiscipline made it difficult for* 
federal troops to fight effectively. The people 
who can best promote and insure this discip- 
line are the Nigerian and Blafran leaders. 

Why the great humanitarian outburst from 
numerous countries at this time? Why the 
almost panicked efforts at relief? Can it. be 
guilt? After all« these were the same starry- 
eyed and/or scheming people (and govern- 
ments) who diluded themselves into overlook- 
ing (or carefully exploiting) the severe in- 
ternal strains and ethnic and religious rival- 
ries that were pulling Nigeria apart. Rather 
than aiding In the solution of these problems.

exploit these rivalries in their quest for a slice 
of the golden pie resource-rich Nigeria was 
producing. What has been the outcome? 
Thousands upon thousands dead. 

PERHAPS A LESSON Western government 
and business might learn is that it is time 
to change their policy from exploitation to 
development not only in Nigeria but else- 
where. The press might join with them In 
learning that the real situation in a country is 
better understood by conversations In dusty 
villages and city strets than in swank hotels, 
clubs and information (cum propaganda) min- 
istries. 

THE HIOERIAHS now seem to have a 
clearer understanding of the contributions of 
outsiders to her problems (before and during 
the recent tragedy) than formerly. This is ap- 
parent in the caire they now give to the mat- 
ter of what iEind of relief they accept and to 
the sources possible motives of the contribu- 
tor. When the dust settles it will, in all 
probability, settle on a stronger union where 
there will be "tough sledding" for European/ 
American interests whose aims are exploita- 
tion rather than mutually protable develop- 
ment enterprises. It was a frightfully expera- 
alve education, but just maybe. . . . 
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Nigerian re/ect/on 0/ foreign aid understandable 



Since the end of the Nigerian civil war 
many foreign observers appear to be at a loss 
as to why tlie Nigeiiau government has re- 
jected any aid from some foreign governments 
and organiiatlonc wbo wiBh to provide reUet 
to tbe thousand of displaced and hungi7 per- 
Tb^ answer la not luufd to find. 

Ilf A STATEMENT released in Lagos some- 
time ago, the Niegrian govemnunt stated in 
no uneertoln terms that no help wUl he ac- 
cepted from foreign governments or relief 
agencies who had in the past helped to sus- 
tain the rebellion in Nigeria. Some of those 
mentioned included France. Portugal, South 
Af^oa. the rebel govemraent In Rhodesia, 
Joint Church Aid. Caritas-^e CathoUc re- 
lief <wsaaiaattoii, the French Red Dross and 
othwrs. 

THESE FOREICiN detractors had chosen to 
undermine the sovereigntsr of Nigeria by mak- 
^ Ing Illegal flights into Nigeria, supplying arms 
to the rebel regime and effectively acting as 
propaganda and intelligence agents for Col- 
onel Ojukwu. The French government along 
with other neo-colonialists continued to send 
in arms, planes and personnel to help In sus- 
taining the rebellion. At no time did any of 
these governments or agencies admit that 
they were supplying arms to the rebel leader. 
Instead, we heard pious denials of any in- 
volvement In tbe crisis. Yet, for two and a 
half years, Ojukwu was able to provide arms 
to his soldiers to fight a futile war. 





IF 0HE WERE to tabulate the figures lib- 
erally released by these agencies in their 
propaganda mes^^ages as to the number of 
persons dying or dead from starvation, the 
figure comes to well over 16 million — a figure 
far In excess of ^e total population of the 
three atates that constituted Blastern Nigeria. 
Foreigners may have believed this propa- 
ganda trash but to Nigerians it was just an- 
other in the series of propaganda releases 
which had demonstrated convincingly, the un- 
trusitworthlness of these agencies and gov- 
ernments. The result has been an unquali- 
fied lack of faith In these groups among the 
Nigerians. 

THE FOREICtll FBS88 had made much 
noise about the tact that the war was a re- 
Ugious and/or tribal persecution of the "pre- 
dominantly Christian Ibos." Even the Vatican 
continued to issue misguiding and provocative 
statements in support of the premise that the 
war was a religious* persecution of Christian 
Ibos. The Vatican should have known better 
and I believe they did. A Vatican publication 
that lists the Catholics in all the parishes and 
dioceses in Nigeria stated that in 1968, there 
were 3,1 million Catholics in Nigeria. Over 
a million of these were in Bastem Nigeria. 
Of this one million, slightly less than 900,000 
were Ibos. These numbers hardly support the 
doctrine that this was a religious war or that 
the majority of the Ibos were Christian. The 
fact that the Vatican willingly collaborated in 
this wicked propaganda has left many Ni- 
gerian Catholics appalled and disillusioned — 



hence thm» angry marches against the Cath- 
olic se^tarlat in Iii^^ 

HOW THAT THE WAR is over, these same 
detractors who had undermined the integrity 

and sovereignty of Nigeria under the banner 
of humanitarianism are putting ou an expres- 
sion of surprise at the government's refusal 
to accept any Mnd of help from th«m. We 
cannot trust these people in our midst There 
is always the possibility that they may at- 
tempt to liel]) in the organization of a guerilla- 
type operation in order to realize their aims. 

Besides. If we are going to survive and grow 
as a nation, we have to develop coni^denoe 
and trust in ourselves. No foreigners are 
going to contribute to the healing of wounds 
among Nigerians. This is a task Nigerians 
must do themselves. Relief operations amoim; 
displaced Nigerians must be planned and es- 
e^^ed by NtgeriaxuB mdng as much of their 
resources and personnel as possible. The 
Nigerian government will only seek help in 
selective items like medicinals and transport 
vehicles. The Nigerian Red Cross and the Na- 
tional Rehabilitation Commiwion have been 
charged with the task of resettling displaced 
persons and feeding the hungry. We believe 
that they are very capable of handling tbe 
job. 

WE 1K» NOT KEiiAKlt the end of this re- 
beliiou as a "victory" over the Ibos. We do 
regard it as a resounding victory over foreign 
detractors and neo-colonialists, who, acting 
under the guise of humanitarianism. had ruth- 
lessly exploited the situation for their selfisb 
ends.

K-State's computer has not broken down, ac- 
cording to Ellsworth GerrttE, dean of admissions 
and records. The delay in grade report turnout 
was caused by a computer form change in the 
p rug ramming system. 

Qrade reports were run on two forms. The 
second form is much more complicated than the 
first, Mel Kepple, director of the data processing 
center said. 

THE OOMPL'TEB MLST transfer from cards, 
more columns of information to the second form 

than at the first, he said. The computer rejected 
this form. Data processing then had to change the 
printing format which caused the delay In grade 

turnout. 

The initial set of grade reports was a four-part 
form, Kepple explained. "The original copy of 
this form was given to the student at registration. 
Till' !^( cond copy went to Admlasions and Records, 
the third to the de«tt Of Students, and the fourth 
to Aids and Awards." 

A second set of grade reports will be released 
Wednesday to all college deans, who until now, 
have not received any student grades. The second 
half of this new two-part form wUl be mailed to 



OF ^TM DIFFERENT programs used by data 
processing for the University, this is the first 
which has not worlted, Kepple said. - 

"We're iMen real pleased with the computer," 
Kepple added. "The first s^ of grades was re- 
leased actually within 48 hours after we received 
^em. That wm 68,000 grades In 48 hours." 

Grado reports were to have been in from in- 
structors by noon on Monday, Jan. Z^, Kepple 
went on to say, but stMSne gn^es were sttU dwind- 
ling in Monday night. 

"Consequently, we didn't get really started 
until Tuesday morning." Kepple said the grade 
reports were released on Wednesday morning, 
Jan. 28. 

BBAN GBRRITZ supported the computer 

program at K-State. "We put a lot of faith in the 
computer." He said that one of the programs is 
"so good that we have never had an error, to my 
knowledge." 

The dean said that the computer problems go 
back to insufficient personnel in data processing, 
Kepple agreed that more employees were needud 
to operate all the computer processes. 

"We could support the people it we hired 
them, but we just don't have any more room to 
put them." Kepple said.

In announcing that Japanese ambassadors In Moscow, Lon-

BIBUeAl VWOiWmEaUlB is the most de- 
ceiving Issue ever pushed by the Zionist, es- 
pecially where many of them are atheists and 
have no belief in prophesis* Biblical or other- 
wise. 

Nevertheless, Biblical scholars have pointed 
out that Genesis 127 "Unto thy seed will I 

give this land" was referred to the children 
of Abraham.

On any other day, Ahearn Field House is 
not much more than a Mg bam. It'ff big and 

dusty. The paint \& still the same aa when 
It was built in 1951— a drab grey. The paint on 
some of tht bleachers is so weathered that the 
seat numbers are worn away. There isn't much 
light to brighten up the l>lace, and what light 
does get through the wiadowa haa to filter 
down through the dust from the ooiurtaiit eHr- 
ring around on the dirt floor. 

But on a game night, Ahearn Field House 
transforms. Nothing is done to the field house, 
ItMit, hut people eliaBge it Br Uie time It, 600 peo- 
ple ere squeezed around the purplft^ittined iMiiriietluiU 
Ooort It'i a lively pUce. 

THIS WAR GAME XIOHT. It was only the varsity- 
treehman game, but It wa« etllt a game. There would 
h0 7,000 people here, end 7.000 wltaeaiM aeemetf Mke 
a lot to me at that moment. 

A.t the time, I was walking through the field home 
OB the war to the dresslag rooms downstairs. It was 
8:30 p.m., an hour and a-halt before game time, and 
the place was deserted except for the ptirple-iaefceted 
attendants and doormen. 

I found mr nnlform on the rack In the dresslag nMMU. 
It was one of the old ones, which was such a dark pur- 
ple it was almost black. My number was double-zero. 

I took my sweatr clothes down to Harold, the eqntp- 
ment man. I asked him for some better sofika timtght, 
since I didn't have knee socks like ererroae else to 
coTer up the holes. 0o he hunted tor a eeeond and pull- 
ed out a couple pretty good pair. 

"Nothing but the best tor our star," Harold said, 
handing them orer with a grin. 

I got dressed, all except for warmup pants. I was 
the onir one without them. I didn't want to be any 
different than anrbodr bIw, so I asked Welgel It he 
ooald get me a pair. He asked Harold and Harold 
came through They weren't made for guys 5-foot-8. 
I had to roll them up twice around the waist to keep 
from trippli^ otot tiie ends of the l^*. 

I WAS SITTING on one of the benches between the 
rows o< Foekers with Kike Wood and Dare Branson, « 
couple of reserves, when some unexpected visitors came 
by. They were Charlie Eppler and Dev Nelson, one of 
th world's great pranksters, who deals out of K-«tate*a 
sports publicity office. Kelson and ■p^fr. bli asiistuit, 
came down to give me trouble. 

Nelson spotted me and InsUntly sUrted giggling In 
his high-pitched hee-hee, bee-hee, hee-hee. He stood 
there and pointed straight at me and said something 
about me. Welgel finally dragged htm away and called 
w togtttiier. 

"Okay* VkBn. We'rt gotnc to go oat tor vamnpg 



now. We'll start out with layapa. Any questionst Okay, 

let's go," hp said. 

Everybody jumped off the bench and trotted toward 
the hallway. It's in the hallwar that some players per- 
form their greatest hit of strategy of the night. That's 
where the shuffling takes place to see who iHii't going 
to lead everyone out. Nobody seems to want to lie the 
first one out. Usually some kid tries to look a? if he 
doesn't want to be first, but really does, so he maa- 
ages to be shored to the front of the line. 

I knew I wasn't Rolng to lead anybody out, so I gear- 
ed down to a slow shuffle to firmly esUblisb myself in 
the middle of the pack. 

There still weren't many people In the field house 
when we went out, about 40 minutes before game time. 
We walked across the dirt floor, through the bleachers 
and stepped up on the court. 

I wiped my shoes on the wet towels In the comer, 
took my first step and nearly fell on my face. My allck' 
soled shoes, which acted like roller skates in praetlM. 
suddenly acted like suction cups. I stubbed my toe and 
fell forward, catching myself as gracefully as I could. 

APTKR THAT, I was feeling pretty good. I waa 
making most of my layupa, even though the team kept 
(nmbling the passes and kicking the ball off the floor. 
We were pretty nervous and it showed. 

It seemed like we shot left-handed iayups torew. 
I logged hack to the end of Ute Hue and stood tbare, 
not bending over so nobody could tell 1 was winded. I 
stood straight up and breathed as deep as I could and 
as unnottceably as I could. 

We shot baakets about 10 minutes, I guess, then on 
Weigel's cue, ran off the court to the dressing room. 
Welgel followed us in and waited for the varsity plar- 
ers that coach Cotton Fltzsimmons was loaning him to 
help even out the teams. They oame in and WeM^l be- 
gan his pre-game talk. 

"Alright men," he started. In his usual wvf, "Here's 
wbo*s going to start." He ran down the llat, then he 
told them who they were guarding on defense and how 
he wanted them to play their man. 

''lien, you're not w^^poeei to win tbto gaaw,** he 
went on. "The varsity Is supposed to run over you. I 
don't know If you all saw last Thursday's scrimmage, 
but we almost heat them. TliMe's no rcasen vhr w« 
can't," he said. 

"The pressure's not OB tts. It's on them. All we want 
to do Is go out there and have fun. Sverybodr'n suing 
to play. I don't kftow how mveb, ^at'U dupend on how 
the game goes. 

"Okay. Are you ready?** 

There was a chorus of "yeahs." 

"Okay, let's go then." he said, coming to the pttdi 
of his pre-game talk. 

EVERYBODY Jt'^MPRD off the bench on the run 
and immediately slowed down. Jockeying tor position 
as we headed down the eorri^. I kept wen haA isk 
the pack, again. 

We filed down the hall, up the steps and through 
the crowd to the floor. The cheering started aa soon 
as we came In aisht of the fans. The place was full all 
the way up on both sides, I Just looked at the floor 




and followed the reservee aioac fa freat of ^ 

and sat down. 

Both teams went out on the court to warm up. The» .'JJ^ 
on the buzzer, they came to the benches. We gathered 
around. Everybody was going to be Introduced to- 
night, even me. 

The PA man started wltii us. 

"SUndfng 7-foot-2, weighing 31 pounds" — 

— Right then I knew what was coming. Nelson, the 
prankster, had stm^. Thta *m um the PA man was 
Intoodacing. 

— "Prom Little River, Kansas, wearing double- 
sera, Dan Tauekeloefc." 

For a second, 1 thought about not Kolng out. It was 
Just a thought. I knew 1 would be standing in front of 
7.000 people, red-faced and grinning like same fifth- 
grader. 

I looked straight at the floor, and I fought the grin. 
But evemime I'd think about Nelson.. I'd ffrln a«tla. I 
looked foolish enough Just Iwlng 8*8 and ttt pounds, 
rather than 7-2 and 315. 

I stared at the floor through most of the Introdue^ 
ttoBS, then httrtled to the semi-seelnston of the bench.

We Jumped up off he bench and the starters sM 
down. Steve Mitchell grabbed the plastic-squeeze wa- 
ter bottle and emptied half of it into his mouth.

"Listen up, men," Welgel sUrted, getting down on 
one knee In front of the starters. "Here's what 1 want 
you to do." He <|ui«k^ sketched a diagram of the 
free throw area on the purple floor with the chalk 
and SUrted filling in x's and o's. 

"We're going to 6tear out one side for Ernie (Ku^ 
nyer) for a solo cut.

Mayor Carl Stokea, who appointed Eltenburg on Jan. 27, 
said, "to the best of my knowledge, William BUenburg is the 
victim of unproven allegations."

The f trtare of mtnor aporU at K-SC»te Iim 
been tbe topic of mueb dlseusKloii by tbe ad>> 
ministration and University officials. Many 
see the minor sports eventually being relegat- 
ed to a position much like the rowing and 80C- 
cer teams, which received an apportionment 
from ■todent feea. Cknobea of minor iporto at 
E-^tate, however, have a different opinion. 

Track and cross - country coach DeLoss 
Dodds summarized the general feeling when 
he explained, "Tbe track budget is directly 
proportional to the money the fooOaU pro- 
gram draws in. As football improves, the 
track program wlU hmve more m&tm to offer 
for sehoiarrtiip." 

THAT IS the key — footi»all. The exist- 
ence of such sports as wrestling, gymnastics, 

cross-couatry, tennis and tirack is almost en- 
tirely dependent on the success of the foot- 
ball program. It's easy to see why. The more 
money football Is able to make, the more 
money in the athl^lc budget, and tbe more 
money available to vcdmot sports. 

College athletics is big business. It takes 
money — a lot of money — to enable a school 
to meet the ever- in creasing cost of athletics. 
If the money isn't there, everybody suffers, 
especlaUy tbe minor sports. It's much easier 
to cut funds for gymnasUCS, for instance, than 
to lower the football or the basketball budg- 
et. ■* 

The coaches of minor sports realise this, 
but fltUl are optimlsUc about the future of 
their ^eetfie iqiorU. Fritz Knorr, wrestilng 
coach, said that his sport has been hampered 
by the fact that they can't go out of state to 
recruit potential college freshmen. 

'*We can only recruit Kansas seniors. We 
dont fecntft out of state because we cannot 
afford tho tutUoa/' Knorr ^plained. 

K-STATE OFFERS no wrestling scholar- 
ships, but pays books and fees and tries to 
find the boys jobs. '-We «*• not on f^l i^l- 
arshlp, and I doat know when we oan set 
it." Knorr said. 

"We are on the bottom of the league in 
help for scholarships," he added, "and we 
are the only one In the ooi|ferenoe. If not the 
nation, that eompntes against each of tho Big 
Three." 

The Big Three, Oklahoma State, Iowa State 




and Oklahoma, have dominated Big Eight and 
NCAA wrestling for so long that they ara 
often oontideied the three best wrestling 
sehoolB in tbe nation. 

As a result of their success, these schools 
have a large budget for wrestling, and they 
can go out of state for the recruiting. "They 
come into Kansas and grab high school boys." 
Knorr said. "This really hurts ns. but they 
can easily afford It*' 

KNOUH SEES a good wrestUng room and 
a place to practice as tbe two things wrestl- 
ing needs to begin competing a^lnst other 
conference schools. "A new room would do 
for us what the athletic dorm did for foot- ' 
ball," he said. "Our current room on the top 
floor of Ahearn Field House is not adequate.*' 

Wrestling is probably In the slmkiest posi- 
tion of any sport at K-8tate. The domlna- . 
tlon of tbe Big Eight by the three powers 
baa considerably Hampered wrestling pro- 
grams in the other schools. Injuries to nu- 
merous team members have added to K-^tate 
woes this season. Spectator Interest Is down. 
It would be the logical plaee for a entte^ in 
funds if the need arises. 

OYMlTASTirS, another sport which has ex- 
perienced troubles In the past, present a 
brighter piotive^ 

**The future of gymnastics Is real bright," 
coach Dave Wardell said. "We are now 
among the top schools In the Big Eight, sec- 
ond only to national power Iowa State, and 
we've been going against some of tlM best 
, teams In the, nation. 

'"We have most of the top boys in Kansas, 
and now are going out of state to recmlt," 
Wardril ndded. 

WABBELL ECHOED Knorr*s statement 
that success In recratttog depends upon tin- 
proveinent of the present facilities. "With the 
proposed changes in Ahearn Field House, this 
would possibly allow one full court for both 
men and women in gymnastics," Wardell en- 
plained. This type of arrangement would end 
the difficulty the gymnastic squad has each 
evening moving their equipment on and off 
the court to make room for Intramural play. 

The proposed changes In Ahearn would pro- 
vide three new courts In a new addition, leav- 
ing one of the present courts ttrktty for gym-

would bring in. "a better football team wlU 
also have a better drawing power for the com- 
bination athlete who Is good in both football 
and track. A football-track inati looks not 
only at the football program, but the track 
program, also. The sUonger we are In ftxit- 
ban. the strong we wtn be in track. We need 
a good program in each," Dodds said. 

K-State's track program, which has made 
giant strides in the last several years, also 
needs new and better fadlltles, Dodds said. 

The Field House la sufnetent for indoor 
competition, but when the basketball hleaefaers 
are up only 300-400 people are able to watCh 
a meet, and they are forced to stand. 

BOTH ALL WEATHER indoor and outdoor 
tracks are something Dodds forsees in the near 
future. "In a few years we will have an all- 
weather Indoor and outdoor track. Bight now 
tbe indoor track looks most promising." Dodds 
satd. A tartan surface in the Field House is 
being considered, and could possibly be in- 
stalled as early as next fall. The location of 
the new outdoor track Is undecided, but would 
either be on the present track In the old 
stadium, or a completely new trade near KSU 
Stadium. 

More home meets is one way track could 
become more popular at K-8tate, Dodds said, 
"but right now we can't have too many home 
meets because of tbe basfeetbi^ bleaelters." 

Dodds, who Is also coach of the cross country 
team, Is very optimistic about the future of 
that sport. "We have already arrived in cross 
country and have a good program. We figure 
we're one of the top teams In the country. W« 
mm m mg mght eimiA&iteifi# ' t«ro yeiii 
In a row and finished In the top four for the 
last five years, and we have the best place 
in the country for cross country at the Old 
Stagg Hill Golf Course," Dodds said. 

ANOTHER fOACH who sees a brighter fu- 
ture Is Karl Finney, head tennis coach. "This 
spring we have probably the most talented 
group of players K-8tate has bad over the 
past years. Coupled with our new courts this 
will make for better tennis than we've prob- 
ably ever had," Finney said. 

Ten new tennis courts are being constructed 
on the intramural complex field north of the 
athletic dormitory. These will replace the 
courts south of the Union which will be torn 
d0wn and used as a parking lot. 

"New courts could be the difference in the 
tennis program," Finney said. "They will 
definitely help, but still tbe number one Item 
Is f inanda asststanoe."

State is among them. These increases will hit 
students hardest now with howiag and food 
prices rising with inflation. 

The Board of Regents authorized a $60 per 
semester iacreass in resident fees and |12S 
for noft-restdentsliift «snM«r. "nwhUctwiU 
aellvate msxi.tall. 

MOST EDUCATOBS blame higher faculty 
salaries, rising construction eoiirts and more 
oomplsz» expensive equipment. Reduced state 
and federal aid is also playing a big part along 
with suggested taxes on doimltoriss and stu- 
dent unions. 

Increased fees at K-SUte will be added to 
the general fund for improvement of academ- 
ics, which Indndss administrative functions, 
counseling center activities, resident instruc- 
tion, the library and the physiral plant. 

The Board of Regents acted on the assump- 
tion that students should carry 20 to 25 per 
cent of the costs of general acade|nic educa- 
tion. They suigested a |i.S^ilUon addition 
to fimds. 



LAST YEAR STTDEIfTS paid approximate- 
ly $4 million of the general funds out of $16 
million. This means that 75 per cent was 
paid hy noa-usera of the university. 

Authorldes are said to realise that every 1b> 
crease in tuition, room and board tends to 
keep some students from attending college. 

According to a recent report by 'T.S. News 
& World Report," a proposal that students be 
required to pay full costs of instruction 
brought a warning from the president of the 
Untvenity of Wisconsin. Dr. Fred Harring- 
ton, that public education might be "priced 
out of existence." 

HE ALSO SAIB this proposal would end 
higher eduction as It has been known in the 
past. "We In public education rest upon the 
democratic principle that while learning 
helps the individual, it is mostly for the bene- 
fit of our society, economy, government and 
culture/' he saM. 

The report also cited a sampling of tuition 
boosts which included $300 per year at Brown 
University. Providence, R.I.; $200 at Yale 
University, New Haven, Conn.; $300 at Le- 
high University, Bethlethem. Pa,; $350 at 
Fairleigh Dickinson University, Rutherford, 
N.J.; |12Q at Creighton University, Omaha. 
Nebr.; and $180 at Drake University, Des 
Moines, la.

THE HARDEST HIT students are those, 
from the middle-class. Their income level 
makes it difficult, if not impossible, for them 
to get scholarships or government aid. The 
majority of scholarships m based on finan- 
cial need. 

Two private preparatory schools in East 
Northfield, Mass., Mount Hermon School, for 
boys and Northfield School, lor girls came up 
with an idea to help these students. They will 
loan parents up to two thirds of tuition costs. 
No Interest will be charged until the student 
graduates or leaves prep school. 

Payment will be stretched over a 10-year 
period beginning at the completion of college. 
Five per cent interest will be charged each 
year throughout the 10 years. 

OTHER PLA>S WILL undoubtedly come 
into existence if educators expect to keep 
students enrolled in public Institutions. 

Along with financial academics, students 
are now being expected to fund athtetlcs. In- 
tramurals and Union activities, as witnessed 
hy a recent proposal to endorse a $5 per se- 
mester fee increase to finance a $1.5 million 
Intramural building from student Senate.

Bob Brasher are optimistic about their sports, 
but each recognize* problems which plague 
college athletics. 

BOTH aiBSOH and Braver agree tbat foot- 
ball and baseball are In good position. Foot- 
ball, which burst into national pruniineiue un- 
der Gibson's direction, should be even better 
next fall wltb over 30 returning lettermen. 

Baaelnai, vbicli liaa produced four consecu- 
tive winning geaaona, faoea an extremely brigbt 
future at K-State, according to Brasher. 

Meanwhile, basketball encounters a rather 
unique situation. E-®tatfi traditionally ha a 
been one oi the outalandlng baaisetbaU adioola 
In America. K-8tate lineups have contained 
some of the finest teams and players in the na- 
tion. Along with the University of Kansas, the 
'Cats have dominated the Big Eight Confer- 
ence since 1950. 

FITZSIMMONS, however, sees the 19708 as 
a crucial era for K-State basketball. "Since 
1950, K-State has been ahead of the Big Eight 
in fncilitiea until the construction of AUen 
Field House (at Kanaaa) ." ntzsimmons said. 

"Kida want to play in nice facilities, and this 
has been one of the keys to our success in the 
past. But now other Big Eight schools have 
caught and passed us, " he explained. Missouri. 
Iowa State, NebraslEa and Oklahoma all bare 
new basketball facilities plamied for tbe near 
future. 

The time has come for K-State to stop liv- 
ing on past glories in basketball and face the 
future. "You can talk about the great team* 
players and faeilitiea we've bad at K-I^r«e ^ 
this is great, but you cant live Im tbe past," 
FltsBimmons warned. 

**THE BASKETBALL program could dwin- 
dle and become as poor as tbe f<K>tball program 
w«a/* Fitsstmmons said. "We can't afford to 
wait as long as other Big Eight schools have 
waited to catch up with K-State and KU." 

Schools like Missouri and Iowa State have 
booated their basketball programs tbrongb im- 
proved faeilitiea and better recruiting. The two 
go band-ln-hand. Attractive facilities present 
an attractive picture to prospective college 
freshmen. The more Impressed a recruit is 
with the field house or tbe drsMing.room, tbe 
more be is likely to attend that school. 

FIT Z SIMM IS S sees two alternatives K- 
State can choose to update its facilities and 
meet the challenge of other conference schools. 
His first alternative is to completely revamp 
Abeam Field House. 

Changes would Include a tartan surface (an 
artificial floor), new paint and refinishing job 
and championship flags and banners. 

"The tartan Burfa<% would eliminate dirt and 
dust in tbe Field House/' Fltssimmons explain- 
ed. "All that dust la a health hassard. It is em- 
barrassing for fans to sit down and get dust on 
their clothes." 

Another advantage of the artificial floor 
would be tbat it could allow the Field House to 
be used for physical education classes. "When 
you have a big building like that it should be 
Utilised during the day," Fitzsimmons said. 

FITZSIUOJIS' second alternative la a com- 
pletely new Field House. "We have to tblnk 
about the future, but we need to Improve the 

current facilities until a new facility is built, 
Fitzsimmons said. He added that a new Field 
House probably is anywhere from five to eight 
years away. 

The deoUlM In student attendance at tosfcet- 
ball gunes this year also bothers Fitzsimmons. 
Student sales are down 1,200 from last year 
when all attendance records were broken.

all," Fitzsimmons said. "When they (tbe Stu- 
denta) faU ua, we're In trouble.''

EXTHl'SIASM in football also is at a new 
p!ateau. KSU Stadium is being expanded to 
meet the Increaaed following of K-State foot- 
ball. Ten thousand sefits will be added onto 

the east side of the stadium, increasing the 
capacity to 46,000. With the installation of _ 
additional portable bleachers, Giba^ said 50,- 
000 fans would be able to see the Kansaa-K- 
State football game next fall. 

Gibson said enthusiasm for K-State has 
spread throughout the state. "Everywhere I 
go, people are wearing purple and holding 
their heads high," Gibson said. 

Tbe reason for the enthusiasm is. of course, 
the fine showing K-State's football team made 
last fall, and the exciting year they have com- 
ing up. Gibson, who is beginning his fourth 
year at K-State, believes his program Is built 
to where he wants It. 

He warned, however, that this la a critical 
recruiting year. "We have to have a good re- 
cruiting year because we will have 26 seniors 
next fall." 

BECBiriTIira has become easier at K-State 
becatme "we now have something to sell," Gib- 
son explained. The new stadium, the athletic 
dormitory, a good season last year, and the 
fact that six K-State seniors were selected in 
the professional football draH, add to the sell- 
ing i"»in;s. 

Tlir . \ti-a game added to the schedule next 
fall adds to the a>ttractivenesa of the football 
program, and also adds to tbe budget. "The 
more fans we draw, the more money tor the 
program in, the future," Gibson »iid. 

Gibson listed a new dressing room and a new 
coaching office as two improvements he would 
like to see in the future. He also mentioned the 
possibility Of an artificial turt to cover tbe 
field. 

BASEBALL coach Brasher faces a problem 
neither Gibson nor Fitzsimmons has to worry 
about. "Last year we signed 10 of tbe finest 
collegiate baseball players in the nation. Nine 
signed professional contracts," Brasher said. 

Baseball, more than any other collegiate 
sport, is in direct competition with the pros. 
Professional baseball can come in and grab 
college players before they graduate, thereby 
depriving a team of outstanding players. 

Brasher said the best way to beat profes- 
sional baseball is by solid recruiting, but ad- 
mits that it is beneficial to get along with pro 
ball. "You might as well be a friend of pro- 
fessional ball." he said. "I do » lot of my re- 
mitting through the pros." 

Putting his problems with pro ball aside, 
Brasher indicated he is very pleased with the 
K-State baseball program. ' 

"We're bringing in and doing contact work 
with probably the finest group of base- 
ball players K-State has ever had," Brasher 
said. "We're just getting into this as far as my 
program is concerned. We have had four con- 
aecutive winning seasons — the program la 
the best It'a ever been." 

Brasher dted interest in K-State baseball, 
thorough recruiting and improved players, as 
the causes for his optimism. "Student inter- 
est really helps. We can certainly use more 
scholarship money, and money comes with In- 
terest," be said. 

"We have the best baseball facilities in the 
Big Eight. The only thing we might need is 
better bleachers for the convenience of the 
fans." Braaher explained. "We riuraild be a 
real Musttins dub In the totnxe."

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Residence hall, 
union tax draws 
KRHA criticism 
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Delegates to tlie Kaneas Residence Halls Conference 
announced opposition last week to a legislature bill abol- 
ishing tax-exempt Btatus of coUege dormitories and stu- 
dent unions. 

The representatives, who met at K-State last Friday 
and Satindi^, issued a statement asking tliat the tax ex- 
emption of dormitories and unions not be abollirtied* 

Tlie statement was sent to ttie legislature. 

OPPOSITIOI^ TO the real estate tax was initiated by 
the University of Kansas delegation and was signed by 
del^ates of most of the 26 attending schools. 

The statement declared that resident e halls and stu- 
dent unions are an Integral part of the learning process at univer- 
sities and should not be taxed. 

A tax on residence halls would ralie fees and force students into 
Inadefiiiato and suhHtandard housing in plac« of residence halls. 
The tax also would discourage prospective students from purening 
a college edaeation, conferenee delegates argued. 

"Taxation could damage our residence hall program because stu- 
denU would move to other housing to save money," Linda Trne- 
' blood, chairman of the reildenee halla conferonce, said. 

K-8tate officials havf t stimated that the tax would cost students 
and parents an additional »3 to ?4 milliun a year if passed. K-State 
dorm reeldents woold face an Increase of 1126 to 1 186 per year in 
dorm fees. Union fees could jump $12 to ♦!» per foar, Das Beatty. 
K-6tate business manager, said. 

PRHillOKNT JAMKH A. McCain, In bis welcoming speech to the 
conference, said. "Residence hall influences will guide studenU to 
be better citisenH, better adults. The true Intelleetaal atmoaphera ie 
not found In the classroom or laboratory hut in the residence halls," 

The l.-Kation from the University of Kansas contended that tax- 
ation could hamper the residence hall program in Kansss by driving 
StudenU to cheaper koMtng.

Student loans, grants drop 



Mirtloiial Defense Education Act loane

Truth would simplify dorm move

Aboot 27 male realdents of Goodnow Hall 
got thefr walkinK papers recently. 

fioodnow is a predominantly female dorm, 
but it contained two winga of men, until now. 

MimiliO OFFICIALS said that all the 
male reaidents have t>een avare of the tem- 
porary nature of their residency In the dorm. 
Some of the men, when they moved in, had a 
choice of living In another dorm or living in 
Goodnow on a temporary basis. Others were 
toM that Goodnow was the only place aTatl- 
able to them. 

Legally, housing officials were in the right 
when tliey ordered the students to move. The 
contract which each student (or parent) signs, 
clearly states that the student may be moved 
by officials. 

m THIS CASS, Housing officials gave a 
comb 1 nation of reaaotis for ordering the 
move: 

• The financial savings if two corridors are 
closed; 

9 The possibility of using the vacated space 
for convention visitors who can't afford more 
expensive off-campus aecommodations; 

• And the original intent that Goodnow be 
maintained as a women's residence haU. 



In an Interview, Tbonms f^lth, reddesee 
balls program director, also mentioned that 

a "significant number" of the women res- 
idents ha<l indicated they preferred an all- 
female dorm, A comparable number, he said, 
expressed satisfaction with the coed sltnatloit 
that had been maintained until now. 

But residence halls are nrjt sororities; hous- 
ing officials rather than rush cliairmen handle 
tlie assignments. So this argument seems 
raiiier weak. 

FBITH EXFIiAUCEB duHug the interview 
how the housing department must estimate 
annually the probable number of residents 
for the next school year. 

Last year, he said, it was believed that more 
space for women would be needed for Uils 
school year . , . more space than was available 
with the conventional n on -coed living ar- 
rangement. Moore Hall was originally 
slated to be the coed dorm to handle the over- 
flow. 

Tom Frith frankly admitted that the etti- 
mate made last year was somewhat di^rent 
from the number of students who actually con- 
tracted for dorm space. This seems to be the 
most important reason for the move.

The first three reasons for this move stated 
above are valid ones. But It seems a little hard 
to belit've that they are significant enough to 
justify the amount of inconvenience which 
they are causing to those male Goodnow resi- 
dents who must pack and cart their b^ong- 
Ings to another hall. 

When th^ students were told these three 
seemingly vacuous reasons, they felt they were 
getting screwed. To so many of them, it - 
sounded as if the adminlBtration, in one of 
those legendary fits of bureaucratic ineptitude, 
figured it could save a few pennies and a little 
paper work by shuffling around like so many 
sheep a number of students who had paid good 
money for a place to live. 

HAD THE STUDENTS been told the un- 
gamlshed truth, namely thi^ the officials had 
made a mistake and were sorry it was causing 
so much inconvenience, there would probably 
be much less ill-feeling among those students 
involved. 

Students, too. are human beings. And they 
are generally mature ^ough to realise that 
nobody's pe^Eeet.

The Unlveralty judicial procesB presently 
exists In a state of flux; we have written and 
paused a student "Bill of Rights" accom- 
paittod by a lial of proeedural iteps which 



must be taken in any litigation to Insure Uio 
atndent bis right of due proeeia. Mnch la 
loft to be done in the way of making tho 
student body aware of their judicial sytiMB 
aftd'how It may aid them.

Where is the Peace Movement now . . . 
now that Mr. Xixon has joined our ranks? 
Since Nov. 3 (the date Mr. Nixon "joined 
the peace movement") many persong have 
wondered 'whal the "peace nati'* liad left 
to talk about. 

THE NOV. S speech left Mr. Nixon stand- 
ing in favor of just about everything. The 
nattonal political mood la quite under- 
standable In terms of that speech. 

He said on Not. S: "We're going to stay 
there (in Vietnam)." This pleased the 
hawks- He also said "We will withdraw 
all U.S. combat ground forces." This gave 
the dovM scune hope on^ again that they 
would cash in on the election promises. 
In the same speech he said" ... we will 
withdraw all of our forces from Viet- 
nam ..." and then introduced a thinly- 
veiled threat of re-escalatlon. For every- 
one who was thoroughly confused, this was 
enough to rally them to the side oi the 
President in a moment of stress. 

WITH MR. NIXON now in the peace 
movement, what must we do? People in- 
side the peace movement have always had 

healthy disagreements amongst them- 
selves — ^so we are well prepared to dis- 
agree with Mr. Nixon even though he has 
joined our ranks. 

Mr. Nixon said (on Sept. 19. 1968): 
"When «f debate American commit men ts 
abroad ... If we expect a decent hearing 
from tliose wlio now take to the streets 
in protest, we must recognise that neither 
the Department of State nor of Defense has 
a monopoly on all wisdom. We should 
bring dissenters into our policy discus- 
sions, not freeze them out . . 

WE A6AIN WELOmE his invitation 
and (since he was busy on Nov. 15) would 
like to discuss with him a number of things 
wlu<-h l)o;u' upon his future policy of disen- 
gagement. Borne of the matters we will 
talk over with him now are the following: 

• We will advise him to return to a 
basic principle of the Eisenhower policy 
In Vietnam, namely, \o leave o,)tions open. 
Not options oil wlietliei' to fifz;lit a lot or 
not so much, but options to withdraw sup- 
port from a corrupt Saigon government 
which fails to perform within minimal 
democratic canons. This was a clear 
policy of r*resident Eisenhower, and a 
clear intent of his public statements, re- 
garding the conditional offer of assistance 
which he extended on Oct 23, 19&4. 

• We will suggest that he and his mili- 
tary advisors gf^t together on their prog- 
nostications about the terminating of the 
war. (To the question: "When will we 
have the combat troops out of Vietnam." 
Qen. Chapman said on Jan. 20, 1970: 
"Sometime in the decade of the Seven- 
tiM.") This is not an encouraging or ac- 



ceptable answer to people who have been 
led by the President to believe that there 
would be a speedy and deliberate with- 
drawal. 

• We would ask Mr. Nixon to reject the 
oversimplifications of the Johnson war 
myth which he inherited, and to deal with 
the oomplexitfes of tbib Vietnam situation 

— the ethnic, social, political, historical 

complexities — and to strategize for a po- 
litical solution wliich is relevant to those 
complexities, instead of the oversimplified 
myth. 

• We would say to Mr. Nixon tJiat 

neither Hanoi nor the Saigon Government 
will negotiate on our terms — the V.C. and 
Thieu-Ky are equally rigid and intransi- 
gent — and if we are to disengage ourselves, 
we will have to act independently of 
Saijgon/Hanoi and support an In^pendwt 
neutralist government. 

• In line with the above we would dis- 
cuss with Nixon the new political forces 
of the P.N. A. (Progressive National Force) 
in S. Vietnam and their proposed 4-point 
program for peace. This is a loosely or- 
ganized band of progressive intellectuals, 
students, and religious, political and labor 
leaders in S.V., who ha'PS emerged recently 
despite President Thieu's efforts to re- 
press them. 

• We would suggest serious attention to 
the realistic antl politically vial)le forces 
of the independent Buddhist leaders in S. 
Vietnam. Their five-point peace plan calls 
upon France, Sweden and India to inter- 
vene between the capitalist and communist 
blocs, and to neutralize Vietnam and the 
whole of Indochina, it calls for establish- 
ment of a cease fire and the formation of 
a provisional neutralist government. Both 
this plan and the above plan of the P.N.A. 
offer Vietnamese solutions to the Viet- 
namese problem — not an American solu- 
tion. Let's take them seriously. 

• We would ask Nixon to support those 
Congressional resolutions (Hughes, 
Ooodell, etc.) which would assist him in 
his policy of disengagement. We suggest 
letting the Senate interpret the treaty obli- 
gations to which they have committed this 
country, and to allow more responsible 
Congressional voices in determining just 
what we are committed to in the interna- 
tional arena. 

• We would remind him of the con- 
tinuing tragedy—the high cost of waiting 
for the hopeless illusion of "Vietnamiza- 
tion." The cost of the war (just since 
Nixon an noun ceil his j)o]!cy of Vietnamiza- 
tion) is 1,838 American Dead: And count- 
less more Vietnamese. 

In conclusion, if Mr. Nixon really meant 
what he said about "bringing dissenters 
Into onr policy discussions — not freezing 
tlieni out" — we feel that the Peace Move- 
ment has a very bright future! Ail we 
need to do is to work with Mr. Nixon on 
some creative new strategies. We're r^dy, 
Mr. Nixon. L«t'g start preparing for the 
new peace offensive now.

The harvesting unit would be 
attached to the front of the com- 
tniuv Kiich row would have a sep- 
arate cutting device that would 
follow the contours of the ground. 
"We tried to make a mechanism 
that would be Indtvidvalty tas- 
pended and would float," Fair- 
banks explained. 

The bean plant would iM eat 
off and ted by a conveyor IMlt 
into the combine which could 
handle u)) to six rows depeadtog 
on the size of the machine. 

diASB HEMBERS formed an 
industrial research team tor the 

problem. Two class members 
served as chief engineer and as- 
sistant ehtot engineer and the 
rest of the students assumed dut- 
leti as project engineers for dif- 
ferent phases of construction. 

"We tried to make the project 
, as real as we could." Fairbanks 
said. Class members examined 
relevant literature and took 
measurements of sojrbeaa i^aata 
before drawing plans. 

Actual construction of the 
model involved tests to deter- 
mine power requirements, the 
force necessary to cut oft the 
plant and the use of computers 
to determine areas of stress. Sev- 
eral designs were formulattid 
and discarded before one was 
developed that was acceptable. 

INDU8TRV AL.HO is working 
on the problem. Hesston Manu- 
facturing Company is currently 
developing a soybean harvesting 
unit like the K-State unit. "The 
Hesston unit la similar and a 
Itttia simpler thaa owa," VMr- 



banks said. Neither K-State nor 
Hesston was aware of the other's 
plans In this area befOIO Oon- 
atruction was started. 

The Hesston engineers ex- 
amined the K-State model and 
pointed out several minor pro- 
blems In the cimstnuAlon of the 
machine. But now that class Is 
over nothing more will he done 
with the soybean harvester at- 
tachment plans. The class next 
fall will s^eot a different pro- 
blem — one that is again designed 
to mf^pt u Kansas agricultural 
tiroduction ]»rohlem.

I Narc 'no-knock' rule legal but ominous

A provision in the Federal Narcotics Law, 
recently updated and passed by the Senate, 
«]lovB narcotic agenta with special warmiits, 
to enter and search the hovels of suspected 
drug peddlers without warning. Warning Is 
defined as door knocking, beU ringing or 
other pre-entrance amenities. 

THE BEASOir GIYEN for the "no-lmoGk" 
provision is that drug pushers, forewarned, 
might flush their wares down tlie toilet be- 
fore answering the door. One wonders what 
retribution a nervous drug trafficker might 
exact on the Avon lady, ahonld her hell ring- 
ing trigger a prmature and expensive tlmh. 

In any case, civil libertarians around the 
eomtty have greeted ''no-knoek" with loud 



cries and a gnashing of teeth. The fourth 
amendment to the Constitution, they say, 
has been violated and dire consequences will, 
ipso facto, ensue. 

THEY AUE WB0N6. The fourth amend- 
ment prohibits unreasonable search and sei- 
zure unless a warrant, supported by a sworn 
statement of probable cause and a description 
of those things or persons to he seised, is 
issued by the oourt. 

Nothing Is said about door rapping, which 
Is a procedural matter that high courts, es- 
pecially the Supreme Court* should not tamper 
with. 

Lower courts on the other hand, must pre- 
vent over-zealous agents from exercising their 
new wea^wn indiscriminately* While no- 



knock" is not imconstitntioital, it is potenti- 
ally dangerous if misused. 

WHEN «*1I0 KHOCK*" is coupled with regu- 
lated wiretapping, authorities will have two ^ 
formidable weapons With wUi^ to figH Gt" 
ganized crime. 

Fears that regulated wiretapping would 
plunge us into a police state have not ma- 
terialized. First reports^ If accurate, indicate 
that the devlee has been used with dlieret^. 

**N0 K^JOCK" MUST travel the same path. 
Narcotics agents must restrict its use to or- 
ganised crime. 

Should the provision be used merely to 

harass pot- smokers or to invade the homes 
of the long-haired and unshaven, it must then 
be summarily abolished.

Jewish slaughter less tragic?

In Hiisaln Ahmed's letter of Feb. 4 tie claimi 
that the treatment of the FaTestlnlan Arabs li a 

"wone inJUBtice" than the Nazi's persecution of the 
Jews. Ab an American Jew I cannot let this state- 
ment paas — it must be anawered. I eanni^ permit 
the crimes of the Nazii to he redueed to the leve! 
of hollow propaganda and hysterical rhetorle. Pir- 
baps I can best explain my reaaona for tltts hf 
paraphrmains Abha EtHw: Jewish history aitd eon- 
sciouaneBs wtU be dominated for many generations 
by the traumatic memories of the Holocaust. No 
people tn htetoi^ has undergone en SKperienee 
sack violence and depth. 

But Mr. Ahmed says that it was a lesser tragedy 
tha/t six and a half million Jews tncludfag one million 
children were exterminajted and oblitRrated with all 
their life and tnatitutlons. They were butchered as 
cattle, tut off from their Inheritance of life. A ghastly 
silence broods over these obscene ditches and incin- 
eraSora. The shrieks of agony have died away; they 
are no problem for the United Nations. The poten- 
tialities within those millions, whatever they were, 
are lost to human destiny. This is. for Husain Ahmed, 
a leaser tragedy than the fart that Arab governments

Why even then would the 750,000 
killed have been a greater tragedy tl»n the six 
million? But the true comparison is not arithmetic. 
It is between life and death. The six million are 
dead. The TSQ.OOO, with all their suffering, are 
ttltve. But their allveness is for Husain Ahmed a 
greater tragedy than those Irrevocable deaths. 
Moreover, they are alive on the soil of their kin»- 
meu on Arab lands, not In captivity; in countries 
which could give them homes, Arabic environment, 
Arabic national loyalty and sentiment. A broad fu- 
ture stretehes before them If their own people will 
open the door of its heart. That is more tragic to 
Husain Ahmed than the burning of Jewish children 
In IncinerBtors and l^e etttermiuatton of their p«r-

1N>aa4 Bl Al Israeli Jet when a "amftU thin Arab" fosaad a 
grenade Inside. 

"Eyery thing points to Mosbe Ihtyan's son as the object of 
the aasassinatlon attempt," said Monich police chief Manfred 
Sehrelher. 

In Amman, Jordan, an Arab Rueritla organization calling 
Itself the Popular Democratic Front fur the Liberation of Pal- 
estine at first claimed reaponslbllity for the attack, bat later 
disclaimed knowledge of it. 

In the Mideast. Israeli jets blasted Egyptian military posi- 
tions in the southern stretches of the Sues Canal for nearly 
tiro hours Tueaday. On the ground, laraella fought Arab foro*

Women's closing hours have been illegal for 
m long time, apparently. A petition currently 
before Tribunal wsn decide ^ tofaU^ of 

ragulated hours. 

Tribunal has been tardy acting on the meas- 
ure, mainly because of a lack of Justice. 

But Tribunal has not been as tardy aa AMB, 

ASSOCIATED WOMEN Students speaks, 
rightly or wrongly, for all K-State coeds. 
Membership is mandatory. And AWS deter- 
mines women's closing hours. 

Wliere does AWS derive Hits mighty poww 
to impose hours on underchMSwomen? 

Surely not from the SGA constitution. The 
SGA constitution states positively in Article 
VII, section 701, that all powers not given to 
Student Senate or to the SGA president are 
reserred solely for ooHege and gxmdinte seliool 
eouncils. 

Closing hours d^nilsly are a legislatlTe 
action. 

AWS IS 5EITHSB a college nor a gradu- 
ate school councUt and nowhere does the SOA 
constitution make an exoeption allowing AWS 

power to establish closing hour regulations. 
AWS is the only student organization which 



imposes membership and restrictive meaSUTBS 
on its unwilling meinlxMS — illegally. 

Students are not forced to join or auto- 
matically l>ecome members of CYR's or CYD's. 
Even as an auloiBalle member of SQA, stu- 
dents aren't forced to hold office, or vote, 
or read the Collegian* or anything. 

BUT AS A FRESHMAN woman, coeds are 
forced to leave a party, or a soul talk, or a ball 
game, or a concert, before the magtc hour of 

11 p.m. 

Current rules of AWS are admittedly not as 
stringent as in the past. 

But why should there be an AWS to make 
personal regulations? The AWS of the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, in a progressite mO««, 
voted 31-0 to dissolve by March 18. 

ONE K-STATER IS trying to show logically 
why last anachronistic remnant should also 

be relegated to the ash heai>s of antiquity. 

Jan Garton, a former AWS representative, 
has developed a cogent argument against 
closing hours. Her argument has been pre- 
sented to Tribunal. 

Unfortunately, it should be the other way 
around. Someone should he justifying to 
freshmen why they have hours. 

Besides the fact that AWS has usurped un- 



just power, the preamble to the SGA consti- 
tution praises the students of K-State as being 
"united in the belief that the goals of a demo- 
cratic community can be furthered by the 
citisenship habits, attitudes, sUHs. and knowl V 
edge acquired through experience, and that 
the degree of student development is likely to 
parallel closely the extent of responsibility 
which students carry for their own w>ciety.'' 

HISS tiARTOK*S PETITION questions the 

development of women by "denying personal 
respoiisiliility for determination of hours" and 
denial of the "opportunity to further citizen- 
ship habits and attitudes through expertenos." 

Then again, the SGA constitution (Art I, 
sec 102) states that SGA shall "act In accord- 
ance with equality before the h|w . . . and ujtir 
versal sufferage." 

FORCnre CLOSINe hours upon foesluaaii 
women and not upon upperclasswomen and 

men is certainly not equality before the law, 
and neither that nor the power to accept or 
decline membership in AWS at will is uni- 
versal Bufferage. . / 

The final analysis may be that women 
df)n't really want to impose hours upon them- 
selves, but the administration thinks it should 
be that way.

against civilian populations. This essentially diverts 
the Arab population from develoiviiiK Itself culturally 
and economically. Israel In contrast is a progressive 
country trying to integrate the western and eastern 
cultures brought by Jews from all ovAr the world. 

It you doubt the persecution of the JOWs which 
culmlnati^d in the creation of the state of Israel aa a 
refuge Mr. Ahmed, check a history book.

Polls hint Harman on top for GOP nomination

One morning, a Frlxxell ttidrar lay ernan- 
pled on tbe floor my newsroom desk. 

The mystery was solved when one of my 
cronies admitted pasting it over the Harman 
stifkpr on my drawer. However, I guess it 
didn't have enough "stick-to- itiveness," and 
bad fallen to the floor. 

- AFTER OBSERVINO the Kansas Day ae- 

ttvlties, I thought this was apropos. 

Kansas Day. Jan, 29, is traditionally the 
day when the GOP candidates announce de- 
signs on the governor's chair. But this year 

the hopefuls had either already announced 
candidacy or are holding off until a later date. 
The two leading candidates, Atty. Gen. Kent 
Frizzell and Rick Harman, were there in 
fdroe. 

Soon after the festtrlttes were over, former 
Oovwrnor JOi Landon said that the n^it^ 
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Of the Republican support at Kansas Day was 

for Frizzell. 

I DOJfT LIKE TO disagree with such a 
respected personality. However, Gov. lAndon 
was giving a personal opinion as a casual ob- 
server. 

From what I saw, Rick Harman had as 
much support, if not more, as Frizsell. 

Recent polls indicate that many people do 
not think that Kent Frisxell Is the "gi^ien 
boy" of the Republican party. 

Last December, Spenser-Roherts, the Cali- 
fornia public relations firm that handled Ron- 
ald Reagan's gubernatorial campaign, polled 
632 Kansans in a random survey. 

THE REPUBLICANS polled favDred Har- 
man 52'; to FrizzelFs 24'; in the primary. 
Twenty-four per cent were undecided. 

Kansans of both parties rated Harman 



higher than Frizzell in a match with Gov. 
Robert Docking. Hannan trailed Docking 
%t% to with S2% uildeetded. 

The Wichita Bagle, with the help of a na- 
tionally recognised survey team, ran a similar 
poll over a 2-month period li»t winter. 

IN A PRIMARY ELECTION the poll showed 
Harman receiving 46 7o of the votes to Frls- 
zell's 349^ . State Senate Leader Glee Smith 
netted . and 15% were undecided. 

Again, Harman stacked up better than Friz- 
zell in a general election with Docking as the 
Democratic contender. This time it was Har- 
man's 415^ against Docking's $S%, with 8% 
undecided. FrlxseU received 38% to Doddng's 
S0%, and 14^ were undecided. 

These polls and my observations at Kansas 
Day lead me to conclude that Harman has 
the majority of support for the GOP guberna- 
torial nomination.

IJMKWOOD 8UgK*>ated that 
Xerox machinea could be used 
In the tltavrr If a plan was erei^- 
ed wherehy atndents could leave 
their materials with a lilirarian 
who would periodically run off 
eoptes oe the machine. This 
woald save expenses by not IiaT- 
ing one individual who wa« at 
the machine constantly. 

Whan a atadent wants the 
higll-Qltalitr eoVT which a Xerox 
provides, Richard Farley, libra- 
ry director, said he can use the 
fneUit^ at tlM ValGat la tka 
Coltege of Afts and 8ctaae«i or 
downtown. * - 

"Host stadenU are not as In- 
terested In good eopy as ehMp 
copy," Farley said. "Many juat 
use the copy for term paper re- 
search then throw It aw^." 

THE LIBRARY is tni»E to 
make iu copying serriees w ia- 
Mponaive as possible. 



Since only two ot the six 
Xerox machines In the library 
wem protitahie, Farley believes 
that something mast ho done. 

The library Is trying to reduce 
the cost ot copy to five cents a 
copy, he said, Parley said when 
the aew machines are paid tor. 
the library hopea to provide eop- 
IM free of charce. 

"This woald never be possible 
with a Xerox machine," he ex- 
plained, "since It ^not he pur- 
chased, only 



AttJOKUIXG to Jim Reynolds,

and it takes a larger number of 
10 cent copies to pay for the use 
of the machine,*' he said. 

For the Xerox model 720, the 
company charges 4 ^ cents rent 
per copy. Paper, toner, power 
and film developer adds an ad- 
ditltmat t% cents and labor 
brings the total cost of a copy 
to nine cents. The Union saves 
money by using a receptionist 
to doable as operator for their 
Xerox mafiihtaa.

Valentlna ettttoms kare railed amons cotin- 

tri€8 imd throngli the years until the day has 
much less romantic signillcaiuje now than it had 
hundreds of years ago. 

Tlit oldest euitosn in England and Scotland 
was to pair young people by drawing names out 
of an urn. This custom has long been abandoned, 
perhaps for a more personal selection of partners. 

No male has had It rougher on Feh. 14 than 
St. Valentine hlBWelt — those involved in the 
8t. Valentine Day Massaere being no exeeptloa. 

St. Valentine was an early Christian martyr 
Dut to death Feb. 14 near the year 269 in Roraa. 

THERE \n?RK REALLY several Valentines 
and the history of them Is uncertain but the two 
best kno.wn ware both beheftdad. One waa • 
prlrat 1& Roma and the oilier a btobop <Q mUea 
away. 

The Roman priest was chained tor assistlnf 
the martyrs during the Emperor Claudius 11 's 
perserulion of the Chrliitian«. Claudius had 
ordered them to follow 12 gods and not OhTl»* 
tianity. 

Valentine befriended his guard's blind daai^- 
ter, Julia, and taught her math, nature and 



Horl. One night bright light flashed in the cell 
and Julia was cured of her blindness. The guard 
aad Ilia Cuiily wai« coaTertad aad baptlaatf. 

When Clandiiia heard this, he condemned fwSr 
entine to a beating with dttba and had him bo- 
headed on Feb. 14. 

VALENTINE WROTE Julia a note the nlsllt 
before his death. In it, he urged her to Stay 
close to Qod and ha signed it "From Tour Vai- 
entiaa." 

The Pope, in 4 96 A.D., chose a different patron 
to substitute for the observance of the day. Since 
the Lupercalia fertlval had been Feb. 15 and 
bishop Valentine had been executed where an 
altar to Pan bad stood, the Christian Church 
daetded Valentine ahonid be honored the day of 
bli death. The featlval thai to<^ on tiie en^loiiM 
of Lupercalia. 

Another Valentine unui martyred during 
Claudliw' tima for leeretly marrying couples after 
the Emperor, on some pretaact, had forblddwi 
them to marry. 

Some refereneas racplaln tha eonneetioa be- 
tween St. Valentine and lovers because of the 
Bimllarity of the Norman word "gelatin" which 
means a lover of women, and tha name of tha 
saint. These sources think Galatin'a Day iritb the 
Initial "G" ^quently pronouQced "V" lad to 
contusion. 

ANOTHER l»t>SHlBI-E connection stems from 
the medieval European belief that birds began 
to mate Fab. 14. Thta beUet pretnmably tnc- 
gMtad the idea th;it young people should ebofKM 
lovers and exchange gifts that day. 

The least of St. Valentino is, as a rale, stUI 
ealebrated by the Catholic Church. However, It 
will not be celebrated this year, according to 
Father Carl Kramer, director of tha Newman 
Center, bacaasa tt falls dnri^ Lent.

TOPEKA — Witnesses before the SeiOte Federal and 
State Affairs Committee criticised Wednesday proposed 
legislation governing student condnot and aoeeas to stu> 
dent records. 

Students from the University of Kansas, two officials 
from the Board of Regents and a committee member ob- 
jected to three bills introduced by Senator Reynolds Bhults, Lav" 
rence Republican and committee duklfnuia. 

The bills would; 

9 Require the Regents and the State Board of Bdacatton to 
adopt speclfle rules and regulations gOTerntng student behavior on 

any post-high school campus; 

% Require community junior colleges and universities to take 
certain disciplinary action against studenu, faculty members or 
administrative employaes convlet^.ot erUaes oeeuprtng during earn-' 
pus disturbances; 

# Peratt aeoess to any written records eoncemlng any indent 
to designated persons, including eity, county, state or federal <rtfl- 
cers seeitlng information In tba conrae of official duties. 
Max Btekford. axaevtlva aenrMary of tfca Board ai Mmmta, ka- 
il.)

Kewcom also said tkat there 
if ao specific protection against 
doaMe Jeopardy — trying a per- 
son twice for the same crime 
after he was once acquitted. 

"LAHT YKAK, a student 
charged with disturbing the 
peace was acquitted by a court 

his peers. Tke case was ap- 
pealed to a higher authority — 
In this case, the University pre- 
sident's office. He was judged 
guilty by that authority. There 
is no protection against this hap- 
pening again in the new bill." 

Newcom cited tha proposed 
Judicial Council's function of re- 
ferring appropriate eases to the 
Counseling Center or the Mental 
Health Unit in the Student 
Health Center as being "pre- 
Bumptious." 

"It boils down to tke council 
being able to decide whether a 
student can go to the Counseling 
Center or to the clink. These peo- 
ple will not be professionals and 
will not he able to tell which 
course of action will be best for 
tke ladtvldaal." 

DEl'RIXHE does not thinli 
that the Judicial Council itself 
wUl work. 

"The Council is supposed to 
assign cases to the proper board 
for prosecution. A six-member 
body as recommended would 
encounter so many difficulties 
doing this that It probably 
wouldn't get done." 

At present, the SGA Attorney 
General assigns the eases kim- 
self, but Detrizke doesn't tklnk 
that the power Is al»olute. 

"A student can appeal tke 
decision so as to limit the At- 
torney General's power." 

According to Newcom, no de- 
cision as to how the hill will be 
ratified has been reached. 

"Ratification can come from 
tke College Counella or from a 
student referendum. WItk stu- 
dent rights being eliminated the 
only course ia a student reter- 
endaait" Newcom said. 

It Is imperative tkat if tke 
student body is going to give up 
protections, tt should he their 
choice. For 40 senators to be

Officer testifies for Calley 

FT. BENMNG, Ga. — The defense drew from a top stalf 
officer Wednesday the admission he was once told to "hold 
mp" on proeedlngi against U. WlUlam CWlaar la tHa My Lat 

massacre case. 

The testimony came during the third day ot hearings on a 
defanae motion to have ehargea agalnat Call^ thrown out im 

grounds that "command Influence"' — reaching as high as 
the White House — has made it impossible for the liei^tenant 
to get a fair mtlltarr trial. 

Calley is charged with the premeditated murder of 102 Vi- 
etnamese men, women and children on March 16, 1968t the 
day that hli platoon swept through the vtUage of My Lai. 

TEiiTIFVlNG WEUNEHUAY was Col. Jim Keirsey, staff 
officer at Ft. Bennlng. He told of receiving a telephone call 
in late August from Brig. Gen. Samuel Reld, his counterpart 
at the Third Army level at Fort McPberson In Atlanta. 

"He (Reid) said he had two things to tell me," Keiraey re- 
called. "One was that the comanding general of the Third 
Army received a call from Gen. James Woolnough (command- 
er ot the Contineatal Army Command), saying that whatever 
action we took — If we decided to proceed agalnat lA. Galley 
— he would not be placed in confinement. 

"The second was to bold np on proceedings because, be 
said, we might get further Inftnietloiii through ehanneto.'* 

NORMALLY SOI-'T-SPOKBIN dfttaaie attorney George Latl- 
mer poaoced on the phrase «*hold up," and had Kalm^ ra> 
eonftrm it. 

"Hold ap?" be asked. 

"Tea," Kelsey replied. 

The pretrial hearings have been conducted in the saiue (Mttft^ 
room where Calley will be court-martialed if hto no^Mll 
fall. No date has yet been set for the trial. 

KKIRSKV fiAlU THE first indication he had that Calley 
was under investigation came July 23rd when he received a 
call from Col. William Wilson of the Inspector General's Of- 
tlce in Washington Informing him Calley was at Ft. Ban- 
ning and "waa not to be reassigned."

Task force lacks support

At Tuesday's Student Senate meeting 
J«ff Speftrt. pm^Hwte wtuitor, preMnted mn 
•md to tli« Task Force on Unlvenity 

Governance, The award was approprl- 
stely entitled the Tired Blood Award. 

PBESIDEHT XeCAnr lasned m eliarge 
to the task force last July. Tlte group ffn- 
Ished the rough draft of its proposal In 
September. The task force began work on 
its final proposal in December. It has 
been two months since the task force re- 
newed dellbemUoBS and from all appear- 
ances it will be mt least another two to 
three months before a final propowl will 
be ready. It could take longer. 

All four of the students on the task force 
will graduate this semester. It is quite 
possihle that the group will not have a 
proposal completed by the time the stu- 
dent members leave the univeridty. 



THE TASK FOBCE meetings have been 
held regularly since I>eoember and attend- 
ance has been spotty. Perhaps, a great 
deal has been ncromplished, but from the 
outside it appears that there are ample 
grounds for concern. 

Hesponsibtllty for delay does not rest 
entirely upon the task force. It Is difficult 
to keep working when no one seems to 
give a damn. Most of the comments on 



the rough draft were of negative nature. 
There has been very little support offered 
for the ideas advanced by the proposal. 
Instead, people have been content with 
choosing sidM on minor issues. 

THE €ONTEIfT OF the proposal Is 

aimed at drawing the University com- 
munity together by involving all segments 
of the community in the decision making 
process. 

I hope that the community can adopt a 
more mature attitude toward the develop- 
ment tjf a University Council. 

Tuesday afternoon the committee spon- 
sored an open session with Edwin Smith 
of Temple University who was on campus 
as a resource person for the teSk force. 
The open session w as attended by only 
twenty people, including the members of 
the task force. Smith is the first in a 
series of three or four authorities who 
will be coming to campus to aastti the 
task f ores. 

OPEN SESSIO>'S as well as consulta- 
tions with the committee are planned in 
conjunction With the visit of each speaker. 
These sessions could provide an excellent 
opportunity for people to find out more 
about university governance as it has been 
proposed here and as it relates to other 
plans. 



Abes struggles relevant now

"I'm not going to hell — but Congress in- 
stead." 

So spoke the man whose wit has survived 
161 years today— Abraham Lincoln. 

HIS ('(»'(;REHSI0NAL aspirations were re- 
alized in 1847 when he was elected to the U.S. 
House of Ilepresentatives from Illinois. 

Shortly before the presidential nomination 
in 1860. Lincoln sketched his life. "I was born 
on Feb. 12, 1809. My parents were parts of 
undistinguished families, perhaps second 
families. When I grew up I knew very little, 
but I could read, write and cipher . . . that 
WM all." 

The education and social upbringing of 

Stephen Douglas failed to outclass Lincoln in 
the 1860 presidential elections. 

THE SIMFLICITT Of his 8-minute Gettys- 
burg address has outlived the 2-hour oratory 
of another speaker at the dedication of the 
military cemetery in 1863. Wan and de- 
pressed, the President journeyed by train and 
wrote his speech en route. 

Although his political oareer climaxed In 
the Presidency, his personal life continuod to 
disappoint him. Of his four sons, only one 
lived to manhood. His wife Mary Todd Lin- 
coln was rumored to cause him unhappiness. 

By he had become a national figure 
and Illinois politicians began backing him for 
the Republican presidential nomination. 
While Lincoln relaxed at his Springfield, 111., 
home his political tacticians manipulate the 
Republican convention to assure Abe victory. 

Oax CAMFAICW AIBB remarked that Lin- 



coln would have been ashamed if he had 
known the political tricks pulled to gain him 

the nomination. 

When he assumed the presidency on March 
4, 18 til, the Civil War hovered over every 
phase of American life. His admintatratlon 
was not completely filled with war duties, 
however. During the height of the war he 
signed an act creating land grant colleges, 
the first being what is now K-State. 

On Jan. 1, 1863, he issued the Emancipation 
Proclamation declaring slaves freed. 

But Lincoln maintained that an even larger 
issue was at stake In the war— the preserva- 
tion of the Union. 

THE BELIEF THAT guided him was shown 
in his second Inaugural address. With victory 
for the North In sight* Uneoln mapped his 
strategy. 

"With malice toward none: with chartty 
for all; with firmness in the right, as God 
gives us to see the right, let us strive on to 
finish the work we are in; to bind up the 
nation's woun^ . . .** 

By the time he was assassinated, the war 
had subsided. He commented the day of his 
death that he was laughing for obvious rea- 
sons. 

<«IF I WASN'T LAVGHHre, I would be cry- 
ing/* Ltnooln said. 

Typical of his attitude in life, he did not 
look harshly upon the South for its sece^ion 
from the Union and favored a lenient attitude 
concerning their actions. 

But, like others, he was deprived of the op- 
portunity to improve hla country by a de- 
ranflad asattin.

The recent editorial, POPULATION, by John 
Nool bM Rit excellent menage. However, there 
am two in^eeuracles which should be corrected. 

First, the cause of the sudden and dangerous 
tncrease in tbe world's population Is not due to 
a substantial increase In tbe birth rate. Around 
the world in general, the birth rate is about the 
same as a century ago. It is the death rate 
which has fallen drMtlcally as the richer, in- 
dufitrial nations have shared their medical and 
sanitation knowledge with the poorer, less de- 
Tetoped eounUtee. 

Since the rate of popu&tton growth is the bixtb 
rate ulnas tbe death rate, the rate ot popnlatleii 
gfowtb has loomed. It was a Craotton of mie 



percent at the turn of the century, one per cent 
in the I98e's. and at lew«t two per eeat tiiday, at 
which rate the poputetloil Ot Ibe WOrld Will 
double in 35 years. 

The second inaccuracy Is in tbe reeommenda- 
tion for a "zero birth rate. " This would really 
depopulate the earth in a hurry! I think Mr. 
Noel meant that we should aim for a "aero rate 
of population growth," which would he acaom- 
pliRhed if the birlii rate and the death rate were 
equal, 

A number ot yonns married couples with whom 

I have talked recently have told me they plan to 
have one child ot their own and adopt another. 
This Is a sensible and laudable resohttiun.

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• Student rights proposals 'nauseating

Three student rights bills are under eon- 
■iderB'tion at the Kansas Legislature. 

Two of the bills are nauseating. The other 
to mmeceBfarjr. 

THE PROPOSALS were introduoed hj Sen- 
ator Reynolds Shultz, Lawrence Republican 
and righteous opponent of moral indignities 
committed by radical atudents. 

The blUB, in ofder, sre: 

# Senmte BUI 417, whfcli requires the Board 
of Regents afid the State Board of Education 
to adopt specific rules and regulations gov- 
erning student behavior on any post-high 
school campus; 

# Senate Bill 418, which permits seeess to 
written student records to designated persons; 

# Senate Bill 421, which requires disciplin- 
ary action against students, faculty or em- 
ployes convicted of crimes occurring during 
campus disturbances. 

Objections to the bills are numerous. Mem- 
bers oJLthe Board of Regents argue that re- 
cently approved Regent policy answers 417, 
The bill Is unnecessary. 

ITS OHE FOIHT of merit— that copies of 
Regent policy concerning disciplinary action 
resulting from disturbances be distributed to 
all students — can be simply enacted by a Re- 
gent policy change. 

Bill 417 requires adoption of "specific rules 
and regulations concerning student behavior." 
Obviously, if the Regents dislike the bill, the 
board can pass meaningless regulations. 

Bill 421 is useless rhetoric. 

The bill calls for a "prompt hearing of the 
facts" in disciplinary cases when orderly oper- 
ation of the c»mpus Is db^pted. 

SENATOR SHtTLTZ apparently fears that 
persons accused of illegal disruptions of cam-

pus activities will not be railroaded quickly 
enough from school. 

Again, the bill is vague. What Is a "prompt 
hearing of the facts?" What is disruption ctf 
"the orderly operation of the campus?" 

A final laugh in the bill is phrasing of the 
penalty clause. "The disciplinary action may 
include, but need not be limited to suspensioii, 
dismissal, or expulsion. . . Apparently the 
author of 421 feared that sentencing would 
be limited to suspension, dismissal or expul- 
sion. And the author added "need not be 
limited to ..." to insure that penalities would 
be stiff. 

And finally, Bill 4 IS is a simple violation of 
individual privacy* 

THE BILL LISTS persons allowed access 

to students' private records: parents or guard- 
ians, persons approved by the student and 
state, city, county or federal officers seeking 
information In the course of duty. 

First argument Is against placing parents 
on the list Students are generally recognized 
as adults at 21. Their records are personal, 
between university and student 

A general argument is that in many cases 
Students confide in counselors, advisors and 
faculty. 4dTt8ors keep records which may in- 
clude private, personal data. To open this In- 
formation to goTemment i^ents without war- 
rant could place students in jeopardy and 
raises an obvious question about self-incrimi- 
nation. 

THE BILL, IF passed, may force university 
personnel to keep liuiited records to protect 
the rlghu of students. 

Two hearings on the Mils have produced 
little favorable comment. Regents are against 
the bill. Students are against the bills. Uni- 
versity personnel are against the bills. 

Senate Bills 417, 418 and 421 should not 
pass.

Today's geaemtloa of atudeata, however, has con- 
tributed more toward achieving the goal of relevance, 
according to McCain. "They have done much to im- 
prove college teaching by Inalatlng on evaluation of 
their teachers." 

The change In universities haa been so profound in 
recent yeara that few books written about higher 
education prior to that date we pertinent.

McCain waa selecting hooka about American higher 
education before his autumn visit to Iran. He re- 
viewod flumy hooka puhlMMd botweea lift aad 
in? and was aatoafshed W the ehaagaa that had 
occurred after 19t7. 

"A toruer president of Prtacetmi wrote a book on 
the presidency in 1966 but It seemed curiously out- 
of-date beeauae It made do reiiereoee to such problems 
ta atudmit disorders and changes in university gov- 
eranent/* he rrtaled.

"k-8tate students have been eouemted If not so 

militant," he explained. "Some people have deplored 
this lack of militancy but I believe it reflects a aense 
of reaponalbiUty." 

"This generation la more concerned about the world 
oft the campus than any in history," he added. "But 
violence has set the cause of progress back." 

MeOatn has seen a generation gap between adminl- 
atrators and students develop. But be has tried to 
bridge that gap through dialogue with student mill- 
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This year, he began a series of informal discussions 
about the University with Nick Edwards, a local Stu- 
denta for Deawera^ ioela^ leader, for whom he pro- 
faaaea great respect. 

Edwards had written him a letter, McCain explained, 
deaerlbing the new alga mounted in front of the ad- 
nUnlatratlon baUdlng aa a tombstone. Edwards bad 
aaid it was a "sure sign that Anderson Hall waa dead." 

"Now every time I go by that sign, tt'a mined for 
me. I tklak ot a tomhatone," ]te6ila recalled. 

McCain agrees with students that unlveraltles must 
solve two major problems: depersouallaatloa and lack 
of

the point where McCain aad student radteala dltter. 

If student militants resort to violence or disrupt 
campuses^ then they create public resentment and 
atlaaate other atadents, he explained. 

For example, McCain cited the widespread opposition 
to the National Student Association convention here in 
19Sg, one reason possibly why student voted later that 
f«ar aot to join the Aaaociatlon. 

One way of persoDallsing the University, however, It 
approved by McCain. 

He hopes to see a British type of realdentlat coUase 
which would insure individual attention develop here, 
A tentative date for such a facility would be in the 
next two yeara. 

As president, McCain would like to see many Im- 
provMnents in '^he Untveralty: aabataatlal aalary In- 
creases for faculty, more buildings, better renearch 
faclUtlea. Funds, however, now are lacking at both 
the i^te aad federal ImtiB,

At a news conference following the Sunday court session, 
WlUlsm Kunatler, eblef detente lawyer, presanted Btftvfi. 
Thomas Sullivan, PhicaRo, and other lawyers. 

StaviH said many different avenues would be followed oa 
the Appeal of the contempt aentenees. He aafd the flrtt thing 
to be done waa to attempt to Kct from the Toiirt of Appeala ft 
reversal of the Judge's order that there be no bonds for Um 
defendanta and their lawyera. 

The appeal pruhably will be based on Hoffman's "obvtoiw 
and deep personal involvement in the caae." SUvla said. He 
■aid the U.S. Supreme Court has ruled that Judges who hold 
atronr opinions personally on a case should not be permitted 
to Judge people gnlHy of a crime "without tbe benefit of a 
Jury." 

Another basis for appeal, Stavis aald, probably would be 
the fiict that no one, should be sentenced for ^KmftomjH COT l&OTt 
than six months without a Jury trial. 

Stavis said it has been shown that In contempt eaaes where 
disrespect has been whown for the judfee personally, "that 
kind of case shuuid always be beard by another Judge to avoid 
«7en the Appearance of personftl iavolviiBiMit on th« part of 
thft Ittdge/' Stavla said.

I send home 
reports of what we did weakly and try to meet 
with the parents monthly," Mrs. Thorns said. 

The school was htarted to meet the educational 
needs of these five children. The ahlldren have 
been evaluated at K-State's speeeh aad hearing 
clinic and the Medical Center In Kaiuas City. 

"People do not realise the nuagnltade of tbe 
problem of a loss of hear^ig. By the age of four 
and five, most chlldrea^'have deveri^d their 
language. But these children have never heard 
langnage, ^though some can hear a few sounds. 

"One unusual thing is that a vef7 difficult con- 
cept tor the hearing impaired Is time. They cannot 
naderstaiM] yesterday, tomorrow or one year froia 
BOW," Mrs. Thorns said, 

"These cbildren caa hewme aggreasive. When 
titer are hnrt or get mad th^ raaaot express 
thMnaOlves in any way other than a physical way. 
This Is because tbey don't know how. So when 
they misbehave we ear '*ao" with a stem smlla," 
Mrs. Thorns said. 

"Whea the clasa was started, we were aCrM 
we might have a dtselpUae prOb1e«i.

VBM fi-TIAB old Hoffman <A^vlouidy has 
spent many traumatic moments on the bench 
during the trial. He Indicated at the begin- 
ning of the trial his position on the issue, and 
clearly upheld bis stand, continually castigat- 
ing the defendants and the defense witnesses. 

His sentence of four years for contempt to 
Bobby Seale, a member of the original "Chi- 
cago Eight", midway through the trial gave 
an inclination of Hoffman's personal feelings

Population regulation supports technology

An Open I^etter to Dr, Hoover, Dept. of 
Grain Science and Industry: 
At the last UFM pr^Mntatlon (Feb. 11) of 

Man With His Environment: the Vital Inter- 
action, Dr. Hoover i)resentprl a very interest- 
ing tallt entitled, "Food; Production, Tech- 
nology. Distribution." I did not detect even 
cautious ofitlalam during bis presentation as 
he discontinued panacea after panacea re- 
lating to man's requirements for caloriMi and 
protein in the future. 

DR. HOOVER IHII state that man is opti- 
mistic by nature and has hope that things will 
always work out. Dr. Hoover's optimism liei 
In oonventional agriculttire coupled wttb tech- 
nological advances, but he wamod that this 
was a long range panacea- 
Paraphrasing a question I approached Dr. 
Hoover with: conceding conventional agricul- 
ture as a long range panacea, what does man- 
kind do until that technology is aehlevedT 
What responsibility do you assign to famine 
— 1975 (a book of the same Utle was iieferred 
to by Ur. Hoover) ? 
Dr. Hoover's answer (paraphrased with 



non-cgaseqnential portions omitted) was that 
t years wtm not a very long time and barring 
any ctimatolbgical catastrophe things would 
not be much different then than they are now. 

CLEARLY THE QUESTTON did not pertain 
to famine in Kansas in 1975 so I question that 
things will be pretty much the same, Dr. 

Hoover mentioned a world population increase 
of about 1 mUUon people a week. This 
amounts to what I deem a rather substantial 
addition tn 6 years of more than H biUion 

people. 

Currently it is estimated that about 43% 
of the world's 3^ billion people are starving 
and si^ertng from malnutrition. As pointed 
out by Dr. Marzolf in an earlier talk, the rate . 

of po]>ulation increase is greatest in under- 
developed countries. Marzolf stated that if 
current trends continue, the world's popula- 
tion will double between 1966 and 2000 A.D. 
(in Increase to 7 bilUon people) and that 86- 
89'; of this increase will occur in underde- 
veloped countries. It is these underdeveloped 
countries which are presently suffering star- 
vation and maluf^ttoa. 



DB. HO0ir£R STATBH that agrteidtazml 

t^hnology must be supplemented by popula- 
tion regulation in that agriculture can not 
support an infinite number of people. Dr. 
Hoover avoided answering a second question, 
namely ,what is the number of people that 
agriculture can maintain on earth? 

Other scientists have estimated population 
limits based upon depletion of carbon and 
upon energy limitations. Presumably Dr. 
Hoover could estimate: 1) a maximum popu- 
lation level if man ate evenrthing edible (re- 
gardlera of current acceptability and palat- 
ability). 2) levels which agriculture could 
sustain utilizing a diet similar to that of the 
avemge American today (meat, fish, vege- 
tables, fruit, etc.). and 8) lev^ whieh agri- 
culture could sustain on a vegetable diet 
which is nutritionally luUanced and aco^t- 
able. 

IiOOinirG FOBWABU to your answers re- 
lating to food and population. Both ques- 
tions which you failed to answer previou^y 

will i)rovide another viewpoint to the im- 
mediacy of population regulation, which Is 
what this is all about in the first place.

Wood made from wastes

Wall paneling made from paper. Floor tiles 
mada from Mwdvat. Even patio bricks made from 
cloth. These Items may become commonplace If re- 
search by two K-State graduate studenU Is suo- 
eeasful. 

Merwin Brown, graduate In nuclear engineering, 
and Wayne Vanderpool, graduate In chemical en- 
gineering, are working on prellmlnarjr research for 
a process that can change almost any kind of 
waste material into a substanoo as hard as a roek. 

WASTE MATERIALS^ such as sawdust, paper, 
cloth, straw — anything can be used — are treat- 
ed with a liquid called a monomer, and then ez- 
poeed to gamma rays from a cobali-tO radiation 
sonree. Vandenpool said. 

The result Is a very hard substance that can be 
■awed or drilled m eaallf aa wood. It eaa bo mold- 
ed or worked into any shape, he added. 

"The ecological Implicatlona of this process are 
MHttlas." Taadoivool said. "Tor example, traated 
sewage from disposal planta eoald be mate teto 
liners tor irrigation ditches."

"I don't need a warrant to loolc (or an 
AWOL soldier.*' 

So sayingt Riley County Shertn Wayne 
Anderson jusUfled his entrance Tuesday 

into a K-State student's apartment, push- 
ing aside a young man who stood in the 
doorway questioning his appearance there. 

ANDiatSON WENT to the apartment of Chris 
Anton, BIO Leavenworth, In sMreh of a soldier re- 
ported by Fort Riley offleiali to he abeeat wltbottt 
leave. 

After koocklBg, Anderson was met at tbe door 
John WiiBOD, a gueat in Miss Anton's home. 
Wflaon asked the Aerlft why he had eome. aad 

remained standing In the doorway. 

"He stood in my way," Anderson said. "Then I 
pnshed htm away aad waat ia." 

AFTKR ANDEKSMIN was in tbe apartment, he 



Informed Wilson that he would "go get some dep* 
ntles aad be baek to tear the tflaee apart," Mtos 
Anton ssld. 

Wilson then retorted "Oo ahead," but before 
leaving, AndhM aatftred fke^bMMI «al tba 
fcitehen, she reported. 

Anderson then took Wilson to hU parked patrol 
car and talked to htm for "almoat two boar*. (Ab> 
deraon) came between 9 and 9:30 this morning, 
and when 1 left at about 11:00. he was still talk- 
ing to John (Wilson)." Hiss Anton mid. 

ANHKItSON S.*ID In a telephone interview that 
he bad gone to the apartment building where tb* 
Anton apartment is located in order to serve a 
sshpoena to residents in another apartment. 

These residents were not at home when Ander- 
son ealled. bnt as he was leaving, he saw a car 
answering the description of tbe car owned by the 
AWOL soldier. The sheriff said ha returned to the 
alley b^lnd the a«artment battdins. parked bo- 
altfe tbe car, and went to Miss Anton's apartment. 

"I had eamae for believing the soldier might be 
there," Aaderaon said. Hm bad raeelrid a fm 



a parent ot a Imrenfle who waa known to '*baat 
ttWiad" with the Holdler saying that the youth 
waa at that address with several other pet^ie. 

THIS INFOHMATION and tbe recognition o>f 
tbe parked car gave Sheriff Anderson what he 
termed "'probable caaae" for aMreblag for tbe 
missing soldier in Miss Anton's apartment. 

Sheriff Anderson also reported that the aoldler 
has since returned to Fort Riley.

U.S. may offer food grants to China 



HOire KOm — The United States is 
expected to offer wheat and possibly other 
food grains to Communist China with easy 
payment termB when American and Chi- 
nese diplonuits meet tn Warsaw Fiiday, 
turmlly mUttbte aotiroes ntld Tuesday. 

The sources said the plan was among 
some "neif proposals" to be presented by tbe 
United Stales for the resumption of trade re- 
lations at the 136th meeting of the Slno-Amerl- 
can ambassadorial talks in the Polish capital. 

It was reported that tbe wheat and grain pur- 
chase plan might come under the Food for Peace

U.S. officials decline to dlBCUss the contents of 
the top-secret talks, which r^umed last month 
after a lapse of more than two years, but most 
American sources believe that trade offers the 
best pfMsibility for a breakthrough in relations 
between Wariilni^on and Peking.

Green Beret's family slain 
by attackers on 'acid trip' 



FT. BR.VGG, N. C. (UPI) — 
Three men and a blonde woman 
who carried a eantie and eerMflH- 
ed "acid la great, kill the ^gs.** 
slaughtered a Green Beret nar- 
cotics therapist's pregnant wife 
and two daaghtera In UMtr beds 
Tuesday, the Army Mid. 

Capt. Jeffrey MaeDoaald, 26, 
an Army physician who "deals 
with people who have drug prob- 
lems." was stabbed In tbe ann* 
chest Mid stomach bat MrWIrad 
the hliure attaefc. 

THE WORD *'P1G*' was 
acgrawled with blood In lettera 
eight laehee high on the head- 
board at the bed where 26-year- 
old Colette MacDonald was stabb- 
ed to death. The Army said she 
was about sis months pregnant. 

Their daughters. Klmberly, 8, 
and KriBten Jean, 2, were in sep- 
arau, toy-dattered bedrooms ot 
the three-bedroom apw^aat on 
the Fort Bragg base. 

Base Provost Marshai Robert 
Krlwanek called the murders 
"grotpfique" but Insisted "there's 
no indication of any ritual hav- 
ing taken place," However, he 
said the similarity between the 
rort Bragg ktlllnga and the Shar- 
on Tate murders in Los Angitai 
"atmck us immediat^y." 

FIVK MEMBERS ot a cult 
called the "Manson family" are

CHICAGO (UPI) — A federal court jury Wed- 
nesday found all the defendants in the tumnl- 
_ tuouB trial of ttie "Chicago Seven'* innocent of 
^^eonspiring to Indte riola during Ibe Dem- 
ocratic National OiHiTentlon but convicted five 
of eroaaingalJite lines with intent to incite Hots. 

The Jury of 10 women and two men returned 
its verdict after more than 41 hours of deliberations 
onr five days. It eune 21 weeks to the day after the 
■iitltsst answer prote^jt if'stdnrs went on trial Sept, 24 
133, Dlitrfet Judge Julius Hoffman. 



Om^TY VBRHins on the intent-to-incite riot 
charges were returned against David Dellinger, 53, 
and Rennard "Rennle" Davis, 2», iMders of the Na- 
ti&ml Mobilisation Committee to End the War in Viet- 
nam; Youth International Party Yipple leaders Abbott 
"Abbie" Hoffman.

KBDB, operat«d students, Is offered m « coarse to givo stu- 
dents training for radio and tv work. 

The radto-^ depftrtment •vftered a total low of oTer 190 tbov- 
Band In the Nichols fire, according to Ralph LashbrooV, former 
joarnaUsm department bead. Althousb funds and building equip- 
meat were donated to help KSDB stay on the air, the station still 
^ lacks much equipment. 

One problem KSDB is facing Mzrozinskl said, is a lack of records 
and remote equipment.

younger Americans. Tbls film 
provides snob a vlewpolni; it 
brings you up close to tbe eon- 
temporary realities at raobim and 
radieallMtlon.

tin Vietnam itself was a major

Their concerns are mirrored 
and reflected in the footage from 
the Intervtem with spectators 
watehing an aati-war demoaetca- 
tlon march. 

WHILE MOST of them are not 
radically uptight, they are intol- 
erant of tbe war, Impatient to 
achieve freedom from the re- 
pressions of white racism, and 
interested In making life better 
for tMr eblldren.

There U. for example, a young 
white man vigoroiwly waving a 
small American flag and shout- 
ing Inflammatory epitaphs at the 
narebers, an all-too-real hyper- 
bola tor the rigbt-wlag radical.

Overall, the film Is well-edited 
and moves fast enough to keep 
your attention: there are only 
occasional moments of boredom.

Percy Sutton, borough president of Manhattan, spoke 
to a small crowd in the Union as part of a symposium on 
r«etnii dnrliig Bliwlt A,ira<reH^ Wetk. 

**Toa mint be the emissaries to talk to Richard Nixon, to 
^Iro Agnew, to Jokn Mitchell," he explained, adding that 
whites know best htow to deal with white prejudices and de- 
fenses of racism. 

Whites must tell national leaders that "all the repres- 
sion, the killing of black people la ^lit bgr a Haynesworth* 
a CafsweU and a Mitchell, all of this lack of concern*' can 
not Imprison 20 million blacks -and 20 million allies. 

Am boroncb «r«>ldeiit of ManliatUn, Sntton said he ia disappointed 
to lee whites w*o w«« i»TaW«d In the HeCSarthy maT^rat aspliwt 
the Vietnam war tnmlns to the tight agAlMt 9it SOltitlon whUe It* 
norln^ civil rights Issues. 

Sutton, who was once a lawyer far 2S black natlonalUtt organiia* 
ttoua. reealled that he worked but the McCarthy morement yet rare- 
ly saw blacks In the campaign audiences. McCarthy and hJs aldea fail- 
le to make the anti-war movement relevant to black persons, be 
added. 

"But there Is a relerancy." Sutton pointed out. "So long as there 
is a war In Vietnam, as Ions aa maaeive monies are put into the 
muck and mire of an najnet war in VIetttwa, then it elataa the llTea 
of the poor — the black poor, the brovn poor, and the white poor."

I Due process lost in Chicago conspiracy shuffle^

W« are livliig In an age where aometimeB 

idealB and values ftnlsh a poor aeoond In pri- 
ority to speed and efficiency. 

Such is the case of the Chicago Conspiracy 
Trial. The concepts of due process and equal 
protection have been lost completely in tlie 
altiiffl«. 

I'NITEH STATES Prosecuting Attorney 
Thomas Foran stated in his summation to 
the jury, "You are not supposed to ignore 
what you tee at that delmae Islite or igoofe 



how those people look or act. You are not an 
automaton as Mr. Kuneaer auggesled." 

Where can ooneepta such aa due proeeea, 
egual protecUon and imparUallty flt in to a 
■tatentent like that? 

This type of "justice*' has undoubtedly been 
exercised before, but lesser men, inhibited at- 
torneys and intimidated spectators were pre- 
Tiously unable to expose It. 

BIGHT nrniTIIIUALS, ranging in political 
philosophy from David DeUlnger, 64-year-old 
paetflat, to Blacit Panther leader Bobby Seole, 



were originally indicted. Eight people at 
such widely diverse styles of dissent could not 
possibly have conspired together; or aa a 

writer for the Chicago Daily News p\it i*:, un- 
til they were indicted together they might 
not have been able to agree on what to have 
for lunch. 

But whether or not they conspired together 
has moved into ^e bach^romnd. All the de- 
fendants are In jail now anyway, the original 
Intent of the trial. Unfoilunately the trial 
was not a criminal case; it was a case of 
political suppression. 

AJS D£F£KSE ATTOBITEY William Kunst- 
ler stated, In his final plea, "The defradants 
are well known. They are leaders in many 
areas of what we call the spectrum of dissent 
in the United States. That is one of the 
reasons the yare indloted» because they are 
such people." 

Kunstler sj^ke at tte New Demooiatic Co- 
alition Conference on the evening before his 
sentencing and I had a chan^ to talk with 
him for a few moments aferward. Here is a 
man who at age 61 has never been disciplined 
In a court of law before. Now he faces a term 
of over four years for refusing to let seven 
men be railroaded into prison. 

Possibly we feel that the trial is remote to 
those of us here in Kansas, but I experienced 
things in Chicago I hope to never see again. 

YOU HAVEN*T ATTEMPTED to enter a 
trial (through the only unlcKsked door of a 
Federal Courthouse) and been met by three ^ 
ofiEicers of the law demanding to know who^. ^ 
you were, where you were from and what 
your business was there. You haven't had 
press credentials rejected because the trial 
was ."full." Tou havent seen the ritual of 
sean^ittg spectators from head to foot, which 
included the confiscation of "join the con- 
apiracy" buttons because the attached saf^ 
pins were considered "dangerous weapons." 

None of us have been sentenced to two 
months for "accusing the eonrt of beM wrong 
when tt wasn't", as &insa«r iNMk 

BUT M0ST IMPOBTANT, none of us have 
ben on trial before an old man trying to 
suppress dissent by putting us in prison the 
quickest and most effective way possible. 

As long aa Judge Hoffman retains his seatf> 
on the bench, concepts of equal protection 
and due process may nMMt up to six months 
for contempt of his ooinrt

Miles verdict debatable 



EDITOR: 

A crime is generally defined as a wrong done to 
the 9vbUc and ao Oafrmat in nature that the city, 
and /or state will take notice of it to proaecnte the 
offender in a proceeding in its own name and pnntah 
the i^endiar fur bta act. It aemns reasonable to 
categorize the fatal shooting of Richard Hanks as 
a crime — yet, those persons responsible for dispensing 
Jnatlee tn tlilt earn, apparonUy did not conatder tka 
erinte a aaSftelent wrong done to the public. 

Perlwpa Oe tv^ve tried and true jurors who heard 
the ease of l^nry Mltea «ei« tempomrily bUnded to 
th fhct that the prosecutor was trying to see that 
Jnattee was done. Can it be that the white American 
baa created a blindness for htmseU — eepeelally when 
it concerns crime afft-ctinpr blacks only? We are be- 
ginning to wonder Just how many of our dilficuities 
—concerning matters of legal inettce — are the o«mi- 
■eqnence of prejudgment by whites. Incidentally, we 
note that the twelve jurors who beard the caae of 
Terry Miles, were white. 

Let the word be passed that there are blacks who 
want to help maintain re«i>ect for the law. In spite 
of the many disaffectlons apparently in our aociet^ 
todar, bntwa, la tarn, fet^i that the law should have 
some respect for us. We do not want to view certain 
laws in thla city as white men'a lawa, bat we b«re 
obaei<nd that wben a white man faUa victim to a 
Uack man's bullet, the black man is surely and swiftly 
pnnlihed, but when a black man kills a black man, 
the wheMa of Jnatlce grind to a audden stop. Jnat 
aa wbltM abuse whites, blacks abuse blacks. Perhaps 
the ^vaae "Justice for all," which we hope will be- 
eome a reality, la worth nveattnc— laM aome of ear 
citizens forf^el. 

We submit tbtU. a umber of black people in Man> 
hattott bare enfitored eome «notkmal tnjnrr and may 
enffer more than emotional Injury aa a result of the 
Terdlct In the case of Terry Miles. Miles will not re- 
sume bis place among the tawteaa element of tbla 
community. Quite frankly, we thought that the law- 
less element was large enough prior to the Ireedom 
of Miles. We are realistically aad about the dangera 
fodttg «a. Perhaps it is Informattre to note that Miles 
has shot four men In this conunnnlty within the pasi 
three years.

For tile hat mwn^ months as Mr. Nixom 
sat In his ivory towers and played chess with 
American troops and American dollars and 
Mr. and Mrs. America sat at home reading 
Cosmopolitan and polluting their minds with 
tolevision, one of the most consequential 
events In our history was nnfoMIng bi CU- 
ci^o. BxA who knew about It ... or a ques- 
tion of greater significance, who realized its 
immense Importance?

They face 
a maximum fine of 10 years in jail and $20,000 
if the government can prove to the jury's satis- 
faction that the defendants crossed state lines 
or used intersti^ transportation with the in- 
tent to Indte a riot A riot by the govwmiMnt's 
definition is "any assemblage of three or more 
persons in which at least one person threatens 
injury to another person or property." The 
defendants are being prosecuted for having a 
■late of tnind. not aayUiiiig they actually did.

put these men behind bars. The trial is merely 
a political effort to atop dissent and to pilfer 
from us all our rights of free speech and free 
expression. But many still don't believe this. 
Well listen to the leaders of our government: 
"I think this (the government) Is an insti- 
tution for law enforcement, not social im- 
provement*

May their oppression be 
realised and halted before It is too late. Think 
about It for a change. . . .

Pompidou feels 
victory precious 

ComptlMl frura UFI 

WAmiNOTO?r — French President Georges Pompidou told 
a politely applauding Congreu Wednesday that the United 
States will win the most precious of viciorips, "a vlctm^ w<in 
over onwttlf." when the Vietnam War i» ended. 

Re said his eoantry revetted the length ot the Paris pmee 
talks "and wondered whether the paths followed had alwajw 
been the speediest and surest." 

But PomptdoQ said he was coa%'inct!d that President Nix- 
on wanted peace. "I know — because France has experienced 
It — how diffk'iiU it is to end Bueh conflicts and that the 
stronger a people, the greater the effort required, but also 
the greater the hoftor won," he aald. 

On the Mlddlt" East, he declared that Israel's rl|tht tO exist 
In security can only be guaranteed by a seltlement with her 
Arab neighbors which renounces military conauest and solves 
the Palestinian refugee problems. 

Aware that Kraiice's Middh* East iioUclfs have been criti- 
cized in the United States as pro'Arab, i'oiuiiidou insisted that 
hit country has never intended to "be detrimental to any sa* 
tion nor to serve another." 

He said there "Is no assured future for Israel outside a 
bsting entenfe with the world which surrounds it — entente 
which implies renunciation of military oonqiMit and tite solu- 
tion of the Palestinian problem." 

Pompldou's choice of words was considered liliely to In- 
flame rather than calm Jewish feelings. 

Even though he called for an Arab-Israeli settlement under 
conditions arranged by the United Nations and the Big Four, 
hto use of the word "entente" snctttitAd am nnderataiuUiig 
rather than a formal peace treaty irbMk Uriel wittts to haiB,'* 
mer out in direct talks. 

An undetermined number of House members boycotted Pom- 
pidou 's 33-minute speech btfore a joint meeting of Congress, 
but their snub in protest against France's Middle East policies 
went nnnotlced in a nearly tall House chamber. 

One congressman, Rep. Lester Wolff, New Yorlt Democrat, 
walked out on Pompidou, but no one except forewarned news- 
men seemed to pay any atentlon. 

Pompidou began his second day in Washington with a break- 
fast meeting with Defense Secretary Melvin lAlrd, followed by 
a conference with Treasury Secretary David Kennedy. 

The day ended with a reception and a whtte-tle dinner In 
President Nixon's honor at the French Embassy. Pompidou 
leaves Thursday for Cape Kennedy, Fla., and San Francisco 
after a second White Honse meeting with Nixon during whhsh 
the Middle E§»i was «peet«d to donlai^ the eoBvwMMoa. 

Laotians lose strategic town 

VIENTIANE, Laos — ^Korth Vietnamese troops continued to 
pound Laotian forces Wednesday and captured the strategic 
road 'center of Muong Soul and surrounded the nearby military 
airfield Tuesday despite repeated strikes by U.S. fighter-bom- 
bers and Laotian warplanes, military sources said. 

Mnong Soul Is on the western fringes of the Plain of Jars, 

captured by the Communist forces last week, about 3 air 
miles east ol the royal capital of Luang Prabang and lOS 
mtlea north of the adttlnlstrattve cattttal of Vientiane. 

In Washington, five senators said Wednesday the United 
States was shifting the war in Vietnam to neighboring Laos 
by sending forces to support the retreating royal Laotian 
army. 

Sen. Gharles Mathiafs, Maryland Republican, who led the 
debate, said former U.S. special forces troops in civilian cloth- 
las were helping defend Laos a^tnst advancing North Vlet- 
B^ese In direct violation of the Beaate's baa on Ansrtieaii 

combat troops in that country. 

Re said evidence indicated the war in South Vietnam was 
noftr shifting across the border and that Communist forces 
were "determined to , . . counteract any substantial .\merican 
gains in South Vietnam with further Communist entrench- 
ment in Laos." 

First reports said the attack was carried out by a battiAlon 

of North Vietnamese, about 600 men. but pilotB reported re- 
inforcements were seen moving down Highway 7 from the 
nain of Jam, about SO mites to the east of Unmg BmU

AI Messerschmidt's report about harrass- 
ment of a "K-Stater" is a much larger tragedy 
he realizes (or perhaps than he was al- 
lowed to print). Academic treedom died at 
Kansas Stale last we^ 

THE FOREIGN student mentioned is in fact 
a faculty member. He has been questioned 
and Implicitly threatened by both immigration 
and the secret service (some Abbreviate this 
SS). for expression of his own honst intel- 
lectual understanding of situations and events 
as he performed those tasks for which we 
Kansas taxpayers employ him — teaching class 
and partidpi^tlng in campus life with the 
aforementioned intellectnal honesty. 

Unlike his Amerl(».n counterpart, a foreign 
professor has no guarantee of free open hear- 
ings. He can be summarily departed by the 
immigration aervlce. The "visiu" from gov- 
ernment "security" organisations served as a 
reminder to him (and to other foreign profes- 
^rs and teaching assistants) that rather than 



sharing with their students the special insights 
that they have of world events and American 
society from their unique vantage points, they 
had best first edit aU statemenu to be stire 
that they do not conflict with any official line 
or policy of the U.S. Qovemment. 

HOW BID academic freedom die? A gradu- 
ate teaching aeslstant last week refused to 
answer or discuss some quMtions ^m his 
discussion se^on becaiise his honest protest 



siiHial thoughts on these questions would not 
have been in agreement with the current pro- 
nouncements of the U.S. Government. When 
a teacher cannot engage in honest discussion 
with his classes for fear of arbitrary reprisal 
then I suhmSt there is no academic freedom. 

This is only the most overt tnctdent of 
foreigners being "bothered" by government 
immigration officials. Usually harrassnient 
doesn't begin until after they leave the uni- 
versity. Case in point: one student who left 
the university at semester was Immediately 
confionted upon arrival at his new "domicile" 
by immigration officials who had a report that 
he was "involved with communists and com- 
munist plots." He was allowed to see the letter 
aeeusing him, but was not allowed to see the 
signatore. 

OXE OF THE most significant learning 
possibilities at Kansas State is the foreign 
student population. Students from about 50 
countries biing with them a wealth of new 
ideas and outlooks they have Incorporated 
from their own cultures and governmental 
systems. They represent perhaps tlie greatest 
untapped educational resource on the campus. 
As long as this type of musing of foreigners 
Is allowed by department heads, deans, and 
the president of the university to go unchal- 
lenged we can expect the foreign population 
of KSU to remain an untapped resource. This 
would hardly cause tears in Washington where 
the go>vemment has been somewhat less tiian 
brilliant in analysing, understan^ng, and act- 
ing upGo. oonditixms and ev«its in the W€wld. 



and has too oCteii been less than candid in its 
own. actions and in the explanation of Ihose 
actons. 

One finiU peculiar aspect of the situation 

here is that KSU foreign students (and faculty) 
seem to be subject to a special scrutiny. I 
am dally more disposed to believe the ex- 
planation that several foretgn friends have 
given fo rthls: namely, that some univendty 
official (s) are employed not only by KSU but 
also by a certain American Supra-govern- 
mental agency charged with protecting our 
country from "nasty foreigners and nasty 
foreign ideas." Whether this Is the sitoatiou 
or not is in some respects a moot question. 
Many foreign students believe this is true. 

There is much circumstantial evidence to 
support this viewpoint. It boils down to this; 
when you next talk to a foreigner on campus 
be prepared to discover that he loves the USA, 
believes it to be pnrfect, thinks the Vletniun 
War a wonderful thing, and that he intends to 
return home and push for adoption of the U.S. 
Constttutl6n as the basic document of govern- 
ment for his country. In view of a series of 
events over the past two years ,now escalated 
to this harrassnient of a professor, it is indeed 
a brave foreigner who will venture his honest 
opinion to an American be does not know well

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Docking, legislators near unity on bills

The dilemma of the Kaniaft legiilaturft com- 
tinues as the two law-making bodlM m0f to- 
wards a March 13 adjournment. 

Gov. Robert Docking is complaining that 
not enough bills have reached his desk. Bare- 
ly a dOMn meMiiies tn the last five weelce 
hAve tmdbaA hit iuA for final i^provat 

MEANWHILE, SENATE President Pro Tern 
Glee Smith has called the session one of the 
finest in hit IT-year career In the Kansas 
leglfllatitre. House Weaker Oalvtn Strowlg 
says the reason more bills haven't reached 
Docking's desk is because the bills are in Joint 
senate-house committees and will be sent 
down during the last two weeks. 

Docking spiys that sending hundreds of 
pieOM of legislation to him during the last 
two weeks Is Inefficient because l^l^iatOfS 
act too hastily on bills. 

The only major piece of legislation enacted 
thus far is the Fair Housing Bill which was 
Signed hy the governor and iMoomes effective 

IN TWO OTHER important areas the gov- 
ernor and the legislature appear to be near 



agreement. The bills concern constitution^ 
revision and pollution. 

A ooBStitiitlonal amendment changing Ar- 
ticle I of the Kansss Constitution vppmn oer^ 
tain to go on 1970 election ballot. 

Under Its provisions, the only elected offi- 
cers in the executive branch of state govern- 
ment wUl be the governor, lieutenant gover- 
nor, attorn^ g^enl, and se«retaJ7 of wItMAo* 
The remaining three offices (State Auditor, 
Printer, and Commissioner of Insurance) 
would be put under the appointive power of 
the governor which seems logical since moit 
people are unaware «it nrhy they are vo^Oiig for 
In tiieae positions. 

THE KILL CHANGES the term of the gov- 
ernor from two to four years and doesn't put 
a oonstitotional Un^tatlon on the number of 
terms he can serve. 

One of the best features of the bill include 
a provision that the governor and lleutraant 
governor will run together as a team. 

This provision will have its greatest effe<^ 
upon futuro Dnnoeratic governors. Many 
times Kansans traditionally elect Republican 
lieutenant goevmors and Democratic gom- 
nors. 

Gov. Docking found himself in this frus- 



trating position in 1966 when Kansas voters 
elected him governor by 76,000 votes and 
elected Republican John Cmteher lieutenant 
governor by 5,000 votes. 

THE PRESENT LIEUTENANT governor, 
James DeCoursey, is a Democrat and an ex- 
ception to the voting trend. 

It both houses approve this measnre by a 

two-thirds vote the question will go to a vote 
of the people of Kansas this fall. If passed, 
the law will become effective for the 1974 
elections. 

House Bill No. 2018 esUs for the establish- 
ment of a 17-member advisory council on 
ecology to serve as a oontlnuow ivateh dog 
over the problems of pollution. 

THE CHIEF HUnSS of the committee 
will be to anticipate environmental probleins 

and to propose measures designed to pre- 
vent or remedy the problems. 

£}ach year the committee would be respon- 
sible for submitting a report to the governor 
which will include recommendations tor 
needed change. Under its provisions, the 
chairman named by the governor would be 
responsible for calling the first committee 
meeting within 90 days after the bill is passed.

Chancellor, I am taking Issue with the "Artists" 
of tlito campaign. During a recent debate, several of 
tbe candidates presented a "beautlfnl" distortion of 
the workings of the University Tribunal, I wan iipMti 
but I do not begrudge tbem their efforts to raise some 
more controversial issues. However, Tribunal has met 
eight timet since Sept., 1969: not once, as It was de- 
cided during the discussion. The story became more 
Interestins as several of the hopefuls assurud tbe 
nndiottei that to tlie best ot tkelr knowledge, tlie only 
business Tribunal had recently considered, roncerned 
tbe Bill tor Judicial Revision offered by the ad boc 
Judicial eonvmlttee. I hate to keep harping on some- 
thing as mundane as reality, but we have never met 
to dtoettss this particular Senate bill. And, tor the 



record my friends, there are students on the Univer- 
sity Judicial boards; It might be well to consider this 
before fvm make tartber artsmeats tor student re^ 
resentatloa on Indlelal tiodlM as one o( yonr ptaaks. 

After acannlng our minutes from the Tribunal mMt^ 
IngBbeld; Oct. 7 and 22, 1969; Nov. 4, 19 69; Uec. 2. 
9, and IG, 1969; Jan. 13. 1970. and Feb. 17, 1970. 
I tonnd that we dealt only with the Constitutional 
lastio of the apportionment and alloeatfon ot I^A 
tnnds. For those interested, we will consider In the 
near future the constitutionality of women's dosing 
hours and the extent to which tbe Student Senate may 
act tn alterbig the constitutions of student organisa- 
tions on campus. Aside from these "Interpretive" 
duties and entertaining frequent appeals from the 
lower courts, we spent the bulk ot time working with 
the establishment of sound judicial procedures and a 
student "Bill of Rights." These reform proposals 
stemmed tr&m mitenslve researeb this past snmmer, 
conducted by the President of snA, his Attorney 
General, and myself, In conjunction with Dr. Orma 
Llntord of the Political Science Department. These 
experiences hav» ni ide me more painfully aware of 
the weaknesses which are inherent in tbe proposals 
of the ad boc Jndldal fkHnmlttee. 

I would otttltaie tk«M Aanlts in the following man- 
ner: A) The provision for a Judicial council eatab- 
IMtes a "super" legislature which destroys the sys- 



tem of checks and balances and usurps the power 
traditionally Morclsed by tbe Altomoy Qenerai and 

the courts themselves; B) Tbe composition of tho 
High Court is still poorly structured. Tbe advlaor 
from the Dean's office should be made a voting mem- 
ber, (as long as he is so free with bis advice) and 
provisions should be made tor student actions against 
administrators and faculty members, as well as other 
students; C) The handling of disciplinary records and 
files Is Inadequate as well as shortslsbted In terms 
of future developments; D) Provisions for protection 
against self incrimination and tbe procedures for 
questioning litigants are generally contradictory and 
muddled; £) tbe revision makes no provision for a 
Student •'BlU of Risbts." 

The crux of the matter ties with the election of 
our next executive; shall he be an "Artist," a "think- 
er," or a man ot action? I would cast my vote tor 
the candidate who has suffered the dicta of "kanga- 
roo" courts, a man who baa bad first hand knowledge 
of Judicial perversity In Its worst form. I favor the 
man who struggles with adversity and wicldH his 
power for the betterment of those who are not im- 
petuous enough to speak In their own behalf. My 
man would see that the students retained their "Bill ot 
Rights," that no student would be subject to arbitrary 
sanctions, that all students would be governed by 
"taws and net men."

Campus revolutions cooling off

body is saying the violence is gone for good. 

"There la still a great deal of seething dis- 
content on Bome campuses," said Brewster 
Sultli* dMlnaan of the p^reliology d^wrtment 
at the Viiiveitlty Of Chteacik Qtlitr aei^ 
demicians agree. 

"The quiet is very much much like the quiet 
111 the urban ghettos/' Smith said. "There are 
no rloto In the dtlee. but there aie very real 
problems which eannot be overiooked, and tttey 
irlll be with us for a long tbne.** 

The 1968-69 academic year was the most 
Ttotent in the hlitory ot American itudtBi movemeau, 
with major hatUes on both oonsti utA a dos«n l«awr 
straggles in between. When classes resumed last fSlI, 
nnlveralty officials were prepared for the worst. 

MOST OF THE old iBsues remain, of course, but 
somehow, over the summer, the student revolt simply 
begui te fade away.

At San Francisco State College, scene ot the longest 
and BUMt Tlolent strike of the entire student reTolutlmi, 
the man who broke the strike thinks the worst is over. 

"1 don't know what's coming next," said Dr. S. I. 
Hayatewm, the i^uaU tomtM aeholar who wo« a national 
reputation when he climbed to the top of a studen't 
louad truck aod ripped out the wires. His free uso 
Of the ptdiee made him anathema to students hat en- 
deared htm Lo Calilornia Gov. Ronald Reagan whose 
major political asset has been his get-tough attitude 
towards Btadents. 

"But as far as the majority of students are con- 
oemed," Hayakawa added, "I think there Is a vast 
disillusionment over all that rough stuff introduced 
by the SDS," 

He was referring to the Weatherman taction of Stu< 
dents for a Democratic Society, which went into the 
streets of Chicago wearing helmeta and carrying clubs 
t6r a tour-day running battle with police last October. 
A lot of students had been talking revolution during 
the last few years, but when the Weathermen decided 
to replace talk with action the vast majority of the 
student movement stayed home. The exercise was a 



THK ItiOJ^ATiON OF SDS, the slow de-escalation of 
the war in Vletaam and flie Election of NIxmi have not 
brought back the apathy that helped charaoter&n ite* 
dents of the 1,9S0b as "the slieat generation/' 

On aUninit evwry eampna students are aettve on a 
wide range of Issues from disciplinary procedures to 
pollution and conservation. Minor clashes have dis- 
mptad the peaee at some eirileges and universities 
since last fall. Students are still Willing to travel long 
distances tor antiwar demonstrations, if the mood Is 
right, and the hard core radicals are beginning to think 
exclusively in terms of dnhi^ guns and even bombs. 

A Just-completed survey of college campuses by 
UP! reporters across the country found a profound 
sense ot relief at the relatlTO ealm liter two years of 
tension and periodic crisis. 

But those Interviewed warned that everything could 
change In the spring, when the weather Is wanUM' 
and students are bored and restless after winter's 
elasaes. At the same time, however, no one reported 
the sort of charged atmosphere that preceded eruptions 
at Berkeley in 19fi4, the University of Chicago 111 1*87, 
Columbia In 1968 and then Harvard, BerkaiOTi San 
Praaetaeo State, Camelt and the Vnlventty of Wis- 
consin last year. 

University officials have sensed the change In climate 
and their aaar-puile «t eartr 19St has heen replaeed by 
a new sense of confidence. 

"We profited by the experience of each other and 
things are looking hotter.'* said John McGonnell. pr^ 
dent of the University of New Ham pah ire, at a IMMt 
BMetins of ttnlversity otOeiala la Wsshington. 



"UBQuestlonably, there has been an indirect In- 
fluMiee of Vietnam on the earning of eampuses," Hc- 
Connell said. "But I think a majority of the stndeuts 
responded favorably to an effort to involve them in 
iwrtielpatlon on 4»npus decisions. There is a cautious 
opttmisin among administrators." 

BR8IDBS BBnrcnXQ students into the decision- 
making process, universities have acted on a nuhber 
of other potentially explosive issues. Litpratly hun- 
dreds of schools have instituted courses, and some- 
times enUre departments, in blaek studies. SOTG 
programs have been dropped and classified military 
research has been banned from a number ot campuses, 
taclttdtag Colailiia and Stanford, wlwira tt was a Btajor 
Issue. 

Kqually Important, according to some administra- 
tors, has been the growing confldenee of officials In 
tiMtr ability to contain outl>reaks. In the spring of 
1989 ttntverstty presidents had some very tin pleasant 
examples of wlwt could happen when a situation got 
out of control. 

Clark Kerr at Rerkeley, Grayson Kirk at Columbia, 
James Perkins at Cornell and two presidents of San 
f^vneiseo State lost their Jobs following student up- 
heavals, but thea Hayakawa at San Francisco Stato 
took strong action to contain student rebels and be 
survived^ His exantple undoubtedly encouraged other 
officials to act firmly. 

The generation gap has not been bridKed, th(? war in 
Vietnam is not over. American racial problems have 
not heen solved. nnlversitlM stilt have more tn common 
with factories than the platonic aeadem y and young 
people remain unsatisfied with maiyr of the values of 
AmM-teu aoeiety. The itfd thoyeniont is dead, however, 
killed by the election of Nixon and tin anlia^pr fate 
of the SDS. 

Wea'therman's revolutionary strategy for bringing 
down the U.S. government was first outlined in a Iimg. 
nearly unreatiable and toUtlly unconvincing riocumciit 
which argues that the third world — the undtirduveioiied 
countries of Asia. AfMea and Latin America— will in- 
evitably rise and overthrow American Imrterlalism. 
White radicals in the United States — geQ<>rally re- 
ferred to as "the mother country" — ean talie part In 
the worldwide movement only by figh^|||g; fOTllWt. the 
Imperialists in the streets at home. 

In the early fall Weathermen staged "Jailbreaks" — 
an Invasion of Chicago high schools in at attempt to 
recruit people for the October action. By the eve of 
the demonstration It was obvious that Weatherman 
strategy had been less than a sueeeas hat few were pre- 
pared for the degree of its failure. 

The Chicago action not only failed to bring the war 
home. It proved conclusively that the United States 
was not on the brink, or even close to the brink of 
revolution, and that -few radicals had really believed 
It mis. 

"Watting the SDS fall apsH has heen a sobering 

experience," said a student at Columbia who has 
watched the group cloaely since 1967. "When things 
began to beat up hwe in April, 1918 the only difference 
between the ffolttleas and the nam ot stadents was 
the polltfeos* wJUingnesi to set How ^ere are a host 
<^ diftSffOBoas.

ALMC^T 16 YEARS after the highest court In the 
nation offered the promise of integration, Charles 
Boott. a prominent Topeka attorney, says he "can't 
gat too ezotted about school integration news anymore." 

geott was a friend of the late Rev. Oliver Brown — 
and ka sarrad as his lawyar la the aait agalast the 
Topeka Board of BdV^toa vhaa th« aaaa was fUad 
locally in 1911. 

On a Thursday morning in 1970 when newspaper 
headlines reported the Senate's passage of the Stannls 
amendiaeat as a victory for southern opponants ol 
tategr^im, Ssott la his offles Mstd books aad 
papers, a painting of a black child and a yellowed 
handbill advertising the arrival of the Ku Kiux Klan 
OB tha wall bablad hhn. 

He tamad tha apaadnaafc aad Its paaaaga '*dtsi«st- 
lag," 

"After It yaara we're still ttavtag prohlenis with 

implementation," ficott said. 

The lawyer said he has become dlsenebugited oTer a 
battle be thought had been won In 1954. 

He said that the Stennis amendment, worded to re- 
quire "uniform enrtoreement of sohool dMegregatlon 
■throughout the land" will dilate efforts to ellmiaate 
both de Jure sagregaUoa la Oie fiottth aad de facto 
segregation In the North. He termed desegration in 
the South "tbe worst" where "people have placed all 
kiada of obataelea" in troat of Intagratloa propiMMls. 

opponents of the measure in Congress and elsewhere 
argue that tbe amendment is a ploy to collapse all 
federal atforta to break dowa sagn«ation iwttaraa. 

They call tbe proposal a ua999t% of Southern segre- 
gatioB disguised as an attaek oa Nor^ra segregation. 

Laak of manpower, money mad wfl] la some areaa wtlt 
l^ltgj^ — or halt — desegregation in all areas, they say. 

"The amendment la manipulation that perhapa many 
people are unable to see," Seott said. *'lt soands good 
— equal application of tbe law." 

"Of course, one would assume that all laws and 
court deetslons would have equal applleatlon." 

BUT HOOTT RAID, he wss not surprised by the 
Senate's decision, nor the unexpected support It ra- 
o^fud from OoaaaeUeat Senator Abraham Ribicoff, 
former head of the IMvartflseat of Health. Bducation 
and Welfare. 

"No oaa la Congress surprises me." Scott declared.

black schools. That la segregation." he argued. 

IN "TOPEKA, WHERE Linda Brown and her father 
first battled to end segregation, students and parents, 
adiaialstratora aad taa^ars struggle with lategratioo's 
problem B, 

The Topeka stoiT Is aot unique: it tells much about 
tiie search for understanding and the communication 
lag in many American communities. 

Topeka West High remains an almost all-white 
school, a typical example of the de facto segregation 
Sonthemers refenad to ia argnlng for the Stennis a* 
mendment. 

Senior Dan Katz refers to his high school as "lily- 
white West." 

He characterizes the student body at the predomin- 
antly white high school as apathetic ahont iategratlon 
aad other racial issues. toaaloa, ha argues, aoror 

touches most students at the Iti^i seliool la west Topelu, 
a white bousing district. 

**No one Is doee enough to tbe issue to know or eare." 
he said. (Later, at the high wtthoei, a gtrl aakSd '*Wh«t 
is de facto segregation?") 

Attempts to dtsenss Mack-white rations ia elasses 
get tittlu reaction, be said. 

K«tz and four other West seniors at an evening group 
meeting agreed that the lack of contact with black stn- 
dents was "bad." 

But tbey disagreed about possible solutions. 

Debbie Haekett conatders the possibility of eross- 
husing as a way to insure aqaal fseUitles said ap-«rida 
facilities In all schools. 

"At least if I went to an inner city school my par- 
ants would be Intere^ed in that school." 

But. Miss Haekett said, the real solution to de facto 
segregation lies in changing the Job and housing pat- 
terns that areata it. 

All five of the Topeka West seniors said they thought 
proposals for cross-busing in Topeka would meet with 
stiff opposition from most parents aad stndents. 

"Juat the mention of the word 'busing' brings an 
explosion." Chris Hanson, co-editor ot the Campuu 
View, Topeka West's school newspaper, said. 

Hut none of the five beliovpd that legally segregated 
schools, such as thoKc; proposed by Innis, would bring 
rmeial understanding. 

"It won't do anything to uUlTnately hoUc ra'-ial ten- 
sion," lliHi Henson said. "It might make things run 
smoother In the immediate future, but It won't soIto 
tension." 

Segragated schools now would be a sti^gap meas- 
ure, they contended. 

The five seniors are not necessarily typical of stu- 
dents at West. They are all members of a larger group 
that meets informally and discussee a gamut of issues.

Chris Moody recalls a Kansas City high sehool Ma- 
dent who explained what he fait is ''diserlmtaattoa'' 
in his legally integrated school. 

"I call it discrimination when a teacher doesn't call 
my name on the roll — as if I didn't exiat," he said. 

The students reacted to the brief elbow-rubbing last 
fall with tbe problems of school integration, but by 
mid-February their Isolation left them with a sense of 
deprivatioa tj^Kud of mmj jmtth all-whtta buIh 
urbia. 

It la a fmstratloa explained by Aaa Vigola. Topeka 

West: "We went to Kansas City, we got real^ ^^tad.

BUT FOR MOST of Topeka High's S,00e-plus stu- 
dents racial relations is a very real issue. 

Frank Boiin. senior and m^ber ot the board ot dl- 
reetors of the Blaidc Student Union, remratbers when 
black students walked out of an assembly last year re- 
portedly to object to a lack of representatives in stu- 
dent government and to protest sbsence of blaek cheer- 
lea<l<'rs (III the Hchool squad. 

The issue is not only one of representation in stu- 
dent government. Bolin said, but one of Involvement 
ia ail school activities. 

"Students need activities they're interested ia." he 
said, "something they can identify with." 

But "Medical Careen." "JeU,'^ "Future Bngineera" 
and "Chess" — typical organizations at Topeka High 
and other high schools — are "not something many 
blaek students Identify with." he said. 

"It puts them at a disadvantage, makes them feel 
frustrated and deprived of being a useful part of so- 
ciety." Bolin said. 

Holin contends his school is "oriented toward the 
white middle class" and sees the emphasis as a tjrpe 
ot institutional racism. 

One white student says she can't understand tbe 
reasoning behind the argument that blacks should con- 
trol their own schools and that IntegratSd sehool s re- 
sult in whites making decisions for blacks.

The controversy In Wichita Is magnified la Los Angeles 
where Superior Court Judge Alfred Gltelson ordered the school 
board to racially balance the aprawlinc 71d-o«Aare-miie dis- 
trict by September, 1971. 

Many predict the Los Angelu eoatroTersy may be the basis 
for another Supreme Coart eaao » thla time oa the legality 
of forced busing.

The door opens to a worn stairway that leads 
down to what looks like a furnace room. 

Huge heat ducts stream orerhead from the 
massive, dusty foniaee that IwsMi the two 
floors above. 

In one corner of the room, though, sits a re- 
frigerator, a counter and sink and an old stove. 

The furnace room also serves as a kitchen 
and living room for the four Chinese K*8tata atatdMita 
who par I2S each per month to live here. 

There are three bedrooms, barely larger than tbe 
beds In them. 

As bad as this housing may seem, however, most in- 
ternational students don't complain It they reside In 
poor boualng beeanaa the blggeat honsing problem th^ 
(see is finding a plttM to llva whan yiaj arriiw In Maa- 
hatun.

INTKKNATIO.VAL students find it difficult to ad- 
Just to the diet and life-style they face living in a resi- 
danea haU. 

The coat of living in dormitories is another problem 

for foreign students. For most the price is prohibitive. 

International students also tend initially to mix only 
With persona from their own eonntry for eompanlon- 
ship. and. in rare instances, for security, Muego said. 

It is the belief of tbe ICC that an International oen- 
tar would help alleviate these problems. 

The objectives ontliaad In the patlttoa inclnde: 

• Provide decent boaslng at low cost. 

• Give international students the opportunity to 
prepare their own meals and by doing this preaerve 
thatr athnte and r^lglous aatlttc habits. 

% Provide a place for all international students to 
mix and thus reduce tbe tendency for students of dif- 
ferant aatlonatitias to fonn elitinaa. 

Hopefully, the international house-center also would 
eneottrage the mixing of American students with In- 
ternational atudenta, Muego said. 

Few American atttdants take the initiative in estab" 
llahlng any kind of relationships with foreign students. 
Since international students are guMta in this country 
they tend to be shy and reluctant to Initiate dialogue. 
In this case their American counterparts should try to 
make them feel weleome and accepted aa friends, Mn-

Bill would legalize 
jabortions by doctors

BOirOX^tn^U — a Roman CatboUc legislator witb 10 chll- 
dma wrgsd iiilwr •!«««■ 9«n4ar to follow RvimU^a UmA 
IWtUiliig all abortions pertom«d bjr doetora. 

State Sen. Vincent Tano, who Introdnced the bill wbicb 
cleared the Hawaiian legislatnre last week, said repeal of 
criminal penalties for abortions was preferable to passage of 
MHeallod "UlwrftUMd abortloit tewf.'* 

B« Mid tJnm Uborallaed laws — tii ^e«t ia CSaltfonila. Col- 
orado and about a half-dozen other states — have not been 
sacceeaful. Such laws allow abortions In cases involving the 
mother's physical or mental health, a possible deformed child, 
or rape and incest. 

Tano said the author of Ootorado's law told him 19 out of 

20 women seeking abortions In his state iitlU are refused. 

"It's time for all states to take a hard look at the prob- 
l«m," the Hawaiian Democrat Bald. "We are no longer ItTlag 
In the 18 th oontttfy." 

The bill approved by the Hawaii lawmakers would legallae 
abortions performed by licensed doctors in licensed hospitals. 
Th« onlr restrletloa is a t6-&»j resident reqniremMit for the 
trognant woman. 

Gov. John Burna. also a Catholic, has until next week to 
sign or veto the bill or allow it to become law without hia slg- 
iiatiiro. H« has aatd he will take the latter oo«iw». 

Tano srtid the old statute, allowing abortions only if the 
atotilier's life was in danger, was inhumane because it treated 
women and doctors aa oriminala. Bat he admitted hla deeirion 
to sponsor the bill ia opposition to his drain's itand took 
much souI-searchlng. 

"Personally, I agree with the church about the preserva- 
tion and Hsetltr of Ufa, hnt as a le^lator I had a larger 
duty," he aald. "I felt strongly ahoitt ^ese women suffering 
unintentional and accidental prqcnaneiee. Mr larger duty was 
with thenu"

**As soon as we get out of 
Vietnam, the government will 
be finuncially able to solve do- 
mestic problenui/' Nicholas said.

Advises caution with coercive sales 



U ttie telephone rings tonlgbt and a person- 
able voice at the end of the line subjects you 
to a IB-mlnute spiel on a magazine, television, 
bra or eacyclopedia money-saving bargain, ig- 
nore it 

THESE RAPED, coercive techniques are t]i« 
basis for high-pressure sales. 

In recent weeks, K-Staite students have been 
plagued with "now or never" bttrgatns wht^ 
are meant to sound good, but are aetnally 
frandnleiit 

If the offers are Inspected, it Is easy to ar- 
rive at the eondusion that most of them cost 



more money than if the product was pmchated 
outright. 

DT A BECSHT magaslne sales pitch tor ex- 
ample, one magasine was offered free, with a 
payment of 50 cents a week for five or six 
other magazines. A student, If he accepted the 
offer, would be paying 50 cents a week for the 
next five years — a bill totalling $130. 

This may sound like a good deal, but con- 
sider that the total stnd«it snbscriptloii price 
Is |9 a year lower and re^idar prices are lower 
hf $4 a year. 

HO STUDENT HAS the responsibility to 



listen to these salesmen, or to agree to boy 
products. 

According to Bl^tard ilorse, head of the 
family ecoBomkss department, the best defense 
against these tactics is to think the offer over 
an dnot sign any agreement right away. 

If a student has already sent the money for 
the product, Morse suggests that students take 
legal action against the agencies by contact- 
ing the county attorney. 

IF A STFDEXT has not paid for the product, 
merely send back the merchandise advising 
the company not to send any more. You are 
under no obligation to pay for it

KANSAS Crnr, Mo. — Kamwi stole the 
points in the field events to easily win the Big 
Eight indoor track and field champlonshipft hen 
Saturday night -, 

A spblted K-St»te rally led by Ken Swenson^s 
dual Tlctoriet In the mile and SSO-yard run ^Ve 
tiie Wildcats a narrow second place ttnlali OTer 
inHsaourl and Nebraska. 

Kirs Wmmfa edge wa« In their field event 
Btrength. The Jayhawks scored 81 points In the 

long jump, shot put, pole vault and high jump— 
the difference between KU's total of 68 and K- 
State's total of 37. Missouri finished third with 
34 points, followed by Nebraska with 29, Okla- 
homa State with 20« OMahoma with 18. Iowa 
State with 10 and Colorado with 8. 

The Wildcats, who held their own on the 
track, broke two records and tied another in the 
42nd indoor meet. 

SweneoB, the meet's only double winner, ran 
easily In fifth place tor the first half of the mile, 
accelerated past Missouri's Mike Kelly to take 
the lead on the last turn, and held off a late 
charge by KU's Doug Smith to win the Glenn 
Cunningham mile trophy In a time of 4:09.S. 

An hour and 10 minutes later, Sweneon 
brought the Municipal Auditorium crowd to 
their feet when he came from 30 yards back on 
the final lap of the 880-yard run to nip KU's 
Jim Neihouse at the tape. Both Swenson and 
Nelhouse were timed In 1 : 51.9 which brok^ 71m 
Ryun's former record of 1: 684. 

HAY MrdILL talliod K-Ptate's only points In 



the field events clearing 7-feet-l In the high 
jump for a new Big Eight record. The senior 
fro in Bakersfield, Calif., topped the height on 
his first try. His attempts at 7-teeU2 were nn* 
sucoesitful. 

K-State's surprise of the night came In the 
60-yard high hurdles where Luci Williams up- 
set Colorado's Marcus Walker with a record- 
tying time of 7.1. Wltltams took third also In the 
lows. 

Another Wildcat surprise came in the mile re- 
lay where the baton team of Don Mills, Dan 
Fields, Jim Heggie and Dale Alexander finish- 
ed tbttd. K-Stftie went Into €he meet- with the 
serenith fastest ttme. 

ALEXANDER collected K-Stajte's only second 
place of the meet with an 1 : 11.3 clocking in the 
600-yard run. H&lf-way through the raee Alex- 
ander surviTed a shoving Incident that sent 
KU's Randy Julian sprawling on the boards and 
oost him valuable time. The K-State junior 
made up an eight-yard deficit on Hebraska's 
Garth Case in a photo-finish, but Case was giv- 
en Uie nod. 

K-State's only other points came on a fourth 
and fifth finish In the 1,000-yard run by Dave 
Peterson and Bob Barratti. 

Other record-breaking events came from KU's 
super shot— putter Karl Salb, who boomed the 
16-pound ball 65-feet-834 Inches to eclipse his 
old mark of 64-feet-lli^. Jan Johnson, another 
Jayhawh, claimed a new pole vault standard of 
16-feet-6V2 inches, and Missouri's Mel Gray 
blasted to a 6.0 raqord-tyli^ vlotory in the 60- 
yard dash.

While on the suge, Klpnls appears completely absorbed Into the 
mood of each pantomime. He can perform the ridiculously hyper- 
aettvo anties of a pierrot, then return to the stage as a uber, tin- 
cere mandarin. 

Off-sUge Klpnls comes acrost a* a down'4o-««fth pmmm 
takes' pantomime seriously. 

Before the performance, Kipnis, comfortably clad In a CPO jacket 
and pnrple eorduror piMt», sat in the andlenee and yolled directions 
to playprs as they worked with the lightinR on stage. He explained, 
revealing a French accent, that his company does all Its own itafe 
work. 

COMPARING PANTOMIME to drama and the other arts» KkffBlM 
wtAd he feels no lack for not being able to speak. 

"We have a very good feeling when we do what we do very sharp- 
folly and powerfully, and words never lack. You see, It's only when 
we have limits that It's interesting.** 

KfpniB Haid there is a small amount of overlap among pantomime, 
acting, dancing and singing, but that each i» a special medium to 
get a message across in its own way. 

Kipnis first became interested in mime during his rhildhood in 
Paris when be saw a French pantomimist perform in a movie. He 
began imitating and later gave occasional amateur pertonnaneet. 

HI-: M lHTlONKI) for Marcel Marceau, the first great modern 
pan torn imiai, in his late teens and was accepted as a student. In 
1966 he founds a school of mime in Tel-'Aviv, Israel. 

lie created a pantomime show, "Men and Dreams,'* and began 
louring, eventually reaching the U.S. in 196&. Since then, he has 
been director in residence for the Boston Opera Company and la 
now artist in rcsidenrf at the TTnivf-ryity of llliriois. 

Commenting on audience reactions to pantomime, Kipnis said that 
people in Bttrope and in the V.B. gtre very favorable responses. He 
said he fi'It these rewponsfs were due partly to the absence of the 
language barrier. "It's really a universal language," he said, re- 
ferring to pantomime. 

UNTIL MOW. pantomime has expanded slowly. One reason for 
its slow growth, according to Kipnis, Is that Marcean was the only 
great mimlst, and he always perfoi nu d aioiui. 

"Now more mimlsts are touring with companies and teaching in 
High schools and universities," he said. He predicted that panto- 
mime win become more popnlar and more widely known hii the 

iiturp. 

Kxplainins hls philosophy Of life, Kipnis said, "I've learned to 
avoid any pre-concolved Ideas — thafe my only pro-«oneeIved Idea.

Last year a supplementary 
aid bill was psswd by the 
legislature.

DOCKING asked that a 

revenue increase lid be passed so 
that there will be a five per 
cent limit on tlie Increase of 
propertr taxes. In order for 
tills to be passed Kansas would 
have to vote on the issue, O Fal- 
lon stated. 

He said tJiat "in existence now 
18 a budget limit of 104 per cent 
of school districts of the amount 
budgeted per pupil of the pre- 
ceding year. 

"The purpose of 'Save our 
SchooU* day U to gat oitlter la- 



creased state monies for schools 
or some kind of redaction in 
limitations to be placed so that 
school distrlet* can at least oper- 
lUe at the same level they are 
now.

If funds are reduced in public 
school districts then class sizes 
wilt be Increased, the avmtter of 
teaehera and penoanal will be 
decreased, and there wttl he a 
limit on school pftfnuwi^ ho 
commented.

Teachers protest tax lid bill 



TOPEKJl (UPI) — 
Spokesmen for an estimat- 
ed 500 Kansas school teach- 
erg and local gorenunent 
offtetali MomOmy dellTered 
notice that they will bold 
legislators responsible for local 
flaeal problenu It a Ud fa im- 
p oa a d on propar^ taaesa and 09> 
orating budgete. 

A public hearing by the Sen- 
ate Aaaaamaat and l^antkw 
Comittae on Ckiv. Robert DoA- 
Ing's property tax lid bill was 
the scene of the heavily attend- 
ed kaarlttg. Alauiat aa 
paflvia Blood 'ovtalia tiM 
kaarint room. 

Wl9«t Howard Baraet of Oa- 
awatooila, mvaidani of tto Kan- 
sas Mayors Aasoclatlon, drew the 
loudeat applause of the two-hour 
session when he accused the leg- 
islators ot ooneoetlag a **poUtl« 
cal meat grinder" In which city 
officials and educators will be 
ekewad up. 

"The reapoaiilillltr tor pass- 
ing a bill is with the legislature," 
Barnes warned. "The govcamor 
cannot paai a kin." 

The House paased the Gover- 
nor's tax lid bill and a Senate 
GOP caucus appeared to virtu- 
ally assure passage of the Mil in 
the Senate last week. 

DIRE FISCAL consequences 
were predicted for county and 
municii>al gofanunenta It tka tax 
Ud maasnra — which many re- 
ferred to aa politically motivat- 
ed—is 
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The bill was criticised as be- 
ing an attack on the home rule 
concept of government, which 
many apokeimen said had been 
endotaed by the goTemor and 
tka lawmakers alike. 

Majror Joe McDowell of Kan- 
aaa CStr. Kan., warned tiu aom- 
mlttee that "most Kanaaiu do 
not look with tavor on playing 
politics with our aekoola. 

"People are nnartar than 
many people think. They know 

this bill U poUUcal, and If the 
Senate passes It. it will be po- 
ke said. 



McDOWKLL, a Demt>crat and 
friend of the governor, argued 
that the tax lid measure would 

place heavy reatralnta on local 



"The local tax dollar gets 
more than any other dollar we 
spend." he aald. "We tkink wa 
know mora almnt preterrlng onr 
tax baae tkan don either floor 
of the statehouse in Topeka," 

"Many are waiting for the 
statesmen to stand up and op- 
POM this bead-dn-tha-aand bilU" 
he said. "If local eltisens thought 
this was needed, they would start 
it where It should be, at home, 
not in Topeka." 

Dr. O. L. Pluekar, Kanaaa 
City, Ken., school snperlnteiid- 
ent, termed the proposed tax Bd 
"a legislative monstrosity."

THK lfW4 elections saw two 
candidates fight It out for the 
atadent body prealdency with 
Ron HyiOBi emerginc Ttetoiiona 
in the two^ay hallottng. Hysom 
carried 27 Unlveralty party mem- 
bers Into Student Senate with 
him in an aleetlon daring whlek 
both candidates itreaaad the 
need for better commnnteatlons. 

Thirty-eight per cent voted in 
the 1964 elections, comparoA tO 
34 per cent in I9tt. 

By the spring of IKS atodeat 
government leaders were so con- 
cerned about the lack of inter- 
aat they poatponed the elections 
one week In hopea of atimalat- 
ing more InterMt. 

The University, Efficacy, and 
Integrity parties initially fielded 
eandidates, but the Integrity par- 
ty collapied bemaae of organi- 
sational dSftleaitlM. This p«t

A week before the primary, 
the United Student party was 
formed by a 70-member group. 
Jim Thelstng, who had adver- 
tised hia avaltablilty aa a candi- 
date to praotlMlly every oampva 
group, was named tte pHtir*B 
norainefl. 

Both candidates did extensive 
work with independent studenu 
who had been Ignored in prevl- 
otu years, and did extensive ad- 
vertlalng inclnding full-page ads 
la the Collegian. 

Thelslag waa swept to victory 
by a iMidiUde with S.400 stu- 
votlag.

Jim Oertnger won aa mgf vic- 
tory for iMeMeait ou» Jtta O*- 
lUloa. 

The 1887 elections were held 
Ondw some of the most unusual 
circumstances in K-State history. 

Fifteen candidates failed the 
preliminary eaamlBatton re«nir- 
ed then for Student Snuto eaa- 
didates. Candidates were requir- 
ed to pass this test with an 80 
per cent score. 

The teat eoaaiated of qaeatlona 
concerning the Student Govern- 
ment ABSOciallon Constitution 
and istudent handbook. Also, 
each candidate waa requested to 
attend two S«iato meottn^ pri- 
or to his eleetlon. 

A qualifying test requirtOMat 
haa since been abolished. 

With ^e 16 students failing 
t h e »amlnation, 28 rMualned 
candidates for 28 poaltlona. 

Voting irregularities were dis- 
covered Immediately followlDg 
the pHauof eleetloa aaA Ita ?*• 
suite were voided. 

Bark Jubelt and Bill Worley 
were the two prealdential candi- 
datea, Worley ran as an Inde- 
pendent and Jubelt was an Ac- 
cent member. Worley withdrew 
after the primary but later re- 
entered. 

Five days before the second 
primary. Charles Badrick and 
David Knight formed the Motive 
party and aanonneed 14 candi- 
dates would enter the primary. 
Badrick had Just returned to K- 
State the aame aemeatar after 
serving a year aa prealde&t of 
the National Newman Fadera- 
lion. Knight waa prefrtdeBt ot 
the Model Congresa.

The final reiVlto showed Wor- 
ley winning by 197 votes out of

THE campaign was 

among the leaat-eontested in re- 
cent years. Initially, only Bob 
Morrow filed and remained the 
only preBldeatlal candidate aa- 
til aaveral days before the pri- 
mary when Jim Jagger, a fresh- 
man, announced as a write-in 
candidate. 

In the primary, Jagger easM 
within fonr votea of equatlag 
Morrow's total, but dropped from 
the race when he failed to win 
the endorsement of the Inde- 
pendent University party. 

Morrow wmpalgned on a plat- 
form of broadening the pass-fall 
system, establishing course eval- 
uation, and plaelag atadeata on 
ennrieulum plaanlng commltteea. 

Morrow won the election ms- 
lly, but Ralph Sparks, a non- 
student, polled 16 7 write - in 
votes. 

In 1989, as la 1987, it took 
three elections to eleet a atndent 
body president. 

The primary election was 
thrown ont after approiimately 



88 more persona had voted than 

had registered. 

Steve Eustace, Chuck New- 
eora, Jerry Rapp aad Stem Her- 
mes orlglaaUy aanounced as can- 
didatea. Boatace dropped oat 
after the first prtawfT and work- 
tor Neweom. 

Hermes came within 8S votes 
of a majority in the general elec- 
tion so a run-off was scheduled 
a week later with Neweimi. New-

Tbe flrat point of his student-oriented progrem is a otte-eemeetw 
dorm contract. Boaco believes that Increasing enrollment and re- 
fitting dormitories to make residence balls more livable will result 
lit one-eemester contreote. 

Boeco also intends to eitablieh a complete and permanent teach- 
er-eonrse evaluation system. He Indicated that the system could 
best be administered by eolleie eoaaelti mdeT 80A% reeeamh eom- 
mittee. He blamed a tack of student Interest for dismissal of last 
•prlng'B evaluation by the Faculty Senate. "No students took a 
•tend with the emiiHittoa last jmr «ad so Faeulty flMAte votwd tt 
down."

The third point of Boaeo'e platform could prove to he the needed 

catalyst for the formulation of student involvemeTit. He plans a 
committee of faculty, students and administrators to examine low- 
ering book prleea. Bosco believe* priees eonld drop by searehftiK 
for state allocations. 

Bosco also hopes to decrease the cost of an edtteation at K-State 
by petitioning the Kansae Board of Regenta and the state legtala- 
tnre to lower tuition. He believes money eo«ld be gleaned Uvm 
other areas such as federal funding. 

Hvauui relations would be expanded under Boaco's admtnlstra> 
tion. He plans to Incorporate better black relations, air and water 
pollution and other areas affecting the students as human beings. 

The scope of the pass-fall system also would be enlarged to In- 
clude courses tn a student's major and the freshman year. 

The seventh step of Boeeo's program Is establishment of periodic 
action sessions to aerre aa a cateh-«ll fcf University Iseuea. Students 
would receive an opportunity to voloe opiaiona ef salient Ueuea af- 
fecting K-Stat(', 

Bosco also Intends to erect a competent and concerned cabinet. 
His cabinet should give him direction to issues and make SOA a 

eervioo to the Btudont, he said. He hoiscs to make tfic rablnet an 
active organization. "Past cabinets have been do-nothings, " Bosco 
said. 

Finally, Bosco believes off-campus hou.sinp iiocdH a fuU-Ume lu- 
W^tion staff. "There are 750 landlords in Manhattan," he expEaln- 
ed. "Only one^eventh of tbese have been Inspected and only one- 
half of those Inspected passed tbe inspection.*' He hopes this full- 
time staff also could print a resume of living units in Manhattan, 
listing the good apartments and the undesirable ones. 

Basloairy, Bosco hopes to Involve students with relevant Issuts.

She plana to work 
eloMly with the Collegian to Inform students of Important issues. 

The primary obieetlTOs U her platform InTolve course eralua- 
tlon, University government, student aodemle aifilMis and a eoiip 
plete revampment of dlreetors. 

Hiss Bnehele's Idea of course evalulatlon concerns Questions of 
requirements, type of class (lecture or partidpfttion) and general 
Information of the class and Uie teacher. The results woidd ho 
printed by the 80A office at the end of each semester. She believes 
such evaluations could cut down on the red tape of ao many course- 
drops ones the atititaBt dlsooms what is eacpeeted of htm in a certain 
class. 

The passage at the Universlty-wMe gov«ram«nt would be pnihed 

under her administration. "If we sU around and wait then well 
never be ready. I've seen too many things In SOA fall because peo' 
pie did not pwh them." The Unlvmdty government outlines a plan 
of involving all segments of the TJnlverstty community tn tbe ad- 
ministration of the University. The new constitution has been bur- 
ied Ui a Benato committee stnee the middle e»f the first semester, 
she said. 

Miss Buchele hopes to set up a system of student academic advis- 
ers. Settlors wottld advise firtehmen who are tn a general enrrlea* 

lum. She believes such advisement ts necessary because faculty ad- 
visers in the general curriculum are not in tune with many prob- 
lems facing students in the world of genend edwu^UHh "Seniors at« 
mw9 acquainted with the vN^Om* stoee Jolt a few yean ago ^ey 
were in the situation." 

Miss Buchele warns, however, that senior academic adrlsers will 
be effective only If practiced in a Untversity-wide fashion. 

The final poln-t of her platform Is revampment of directors. Di- 
rectors guide SGA activities in fields ranging from finances to htt* 
man relations. Miss Buchele believes the present system lacks co- 
ordination. Directors often have counterparts within Student Sen- 
ate and at times there la evidence of conflict of ideas of the two. 
She hopes to Incorporate a system where senatiUM would be 80A 
directors of particular fields. 

Mils Buchele, in short, believes many things need to be accomp- 
IMed. She sees the,e«m8tltntton the trniveml^wtde wswimmmi 
as the answw. 

RODNEY BATES often a unlQne solution to tIbM problem ot 
achieving better student tnvolvemest — ahollshment of S^iktont 
bo^ president and the SGA. 

"This would give a lot ot people a rude awakening," Bates said. 

He believes SOA and its president have been largely ineffective 
In the past. "Senate hasn't done anything in the past three or four 
years," he said. Abolishment of the student body prei^ent and SGA 
would. Bates hopes, shake up enough people to draw irtndeats' in* 
volvement in University issuM, 

Bates realises that he would face impeachment if he would abol- 
iah his office and the positions ot SGA members. But he is prc^p^d 
for criticism in order to revamp K^tate student government. 

He sees very little student interest In Issues this year. "People go 
to class, go home and eat. There Is no involvement. Students do not 
even read the Collegian; they just turn to the qports pages and the 
erossword puzzle," he said. 

This lack of Involvement leads to self-suppression. Bates said. 
The faculty at K«State are aetnally very Hberal, They do not have 

to suppress anything; tho students do thiH thcmHelves, he added. 

"Self -suppression to me is like a disease," Bates chirped In his 
Itastem accent, tte believes the hardest question (or a student to 
answer is "What do you think of . . . ?" 

"But I don't think students want to be apathetic," he added. "This 
campus needs one thing, something that affects tbe whole Btud> nt 
body, to break for it." 

Bates hopes such an Issue would rally the students together and 
student involvement would evolve naturally.

Acceptance of this premise firmly establishes the student and SQA 
MM a vital part of the University and should enhance etitdent In* 
volvement In XTnlversity issues, he said. 

He mentioned |he right of SOA to over>nile tbe Cottn^ oC St*- 
dent Affairs concerning freshmen women's closing hours. Students 
have become involved in this question. Similar concern with the 
^poeed Intramural facilities, the teotliall field turf and eoorae 
evaiuatknu eoiad hMtdm Into all aspeete et ITi^raran^ Ilit aad te^ 
sues. 

Turing to the tnadeqaaoy of SOA, Froek Inelated that fnoorpora- 

tion of SOA Is necessary. 

"Incorporation of SOA would allow all student fees appropriated 
through BOA to be placed In a separate account. There would be 
no delay in SGA appropriations as there exists now." 

Frock also believes SQA should publish a complete teacher-course 
evaluation. "QuMtlonnalree need In course eralnatloaa at other 
universities already have been obtained. There Is no reason why 
SGA should rely upon Faculty Senate in publishing a courae evalu- 
ation. Students pay tuition to attend college and deserve the best 
QOnrsM and the most competent teachers available." 

The MtabUshment of an independent college of Independent studr 
les tt m tisue that Prock believes SQA should examine. said 
students should have the right to organise any course that Is la* 
terestlng to them, but department have prevented faenlty mem)iers 
from participating. 

"To establish a Arm basis tor operations — perhaps what Is need- 
ed more than anything Is a reorgaateatton of ViAwwMr gorem^ 
ment," Prock said.

He believes the Cdnncil of Student Affairs and tbe Coundl of Ae- 
ademlc Deans are bureaueratle committees that prevent an effloleBt 
student and faculty govenuaent. "Th^ r0rf v^tamem shotid ho 
questioned," Prock added. 

He believes SOA Aould assert Itself In ITnlver^^ Isaues. Such 
aetion, Proek said, would demonstrate that SOA and student con- 
oem are not empty phrases. A possible outcome of student power is 
more representation in the proposed University Council, he said. 

Putting these plans Into effent, SGA would become an actually 
functioning body and, as Prock hopes, "surely gain tbe support of 
the entire student body." 



CLEVKliAND, known by most students as Klorox, hopes 
to increase student Involvement by relating to the students. He be- 
lieves K-state needs a more viable and meaningful rtudeat goveim- 
ment to which students may relate. 

Cleveland urges revtsion of dorm contracts either to one-semester 
contracts or contracts more rei^nsive to student needs. Contrasts 
should be written in such a way an Ui allow for extenuating circum- 
stances. This would include cancellation of the contracts for educa- 
tional purposes as well as for ftnanelar Inability to meet emitraei 
stipulations. 

He also plans to insure the rights of students as citiseo* who live

in the dormitories. Dorm staff could no longer enter Individual 
rooms to seareb without a warrant. This, at course, would not pre- 
date the rtKKt itf dorm offlelahi to cheek the rooms tor dorm pmp* 

A student committee would be established under his admlnlatnt- 
tion. This commlttM wovld set up guidelines as to what housing 
should be Vnlversity^pproved. He cited bis living quarters of last 
year as an example. He lived In a complex which bad only one exit 
and no fire escapes. Residents would be forced to Jump from win- 
dows in case of a fire, he said, or perish. Cleveland believes the 
University should condemn aiich housing as unfit for studeTit living. 

LAbor unions for undergraduates and graduates employed In nn- 
elasslfled elvll servlee wonld nnd a place in his administration. 
Cleveland said students are paid $1.35 an hour now. Students who 
must work to stay In school simply can not subsist on such a salary 
without woAtng extra hottre whteh Btnet be taken fvmn thtir stady 



Cleveland hopes to counter laek of communication at K-StatR. 
"Tkls phrase Is worn out but It is a reality at K'fltate/* he eaitt. 
Three phones will be rented by SGA and any student who encount- 
ers any problem in tbe Univearsity can call the numbers to initiate 
aetton. An attorney would also be appc^ted by SOA and financed 
by student government and the i^Mnli^tloa to wwwer'aay legal 
question of a student. 

AT THBB/iMT: TIME, Cleveland will strive to put a student from 
K^tate on the state Board of RegenU. This student would be a vot- 
ing member and be able to voice the students' opinion to the Ro- 

gents, 

Cleveland intends to have an Increase of appropriation of funds 
to tbe library or a better system of purchasing books. "We spend 
the same proportion of money as KU but we have an Inferior li- 
brary," be aatd. He believes it is time for SQA to look Into the 
manner In which library funds are spent. 

An Implementation of a program that the faellitles run for stu- 
dents should be run for their convenience would be enacted. Cleve- 
land gave the Union's hours as an example. He believes the Union 
should remain open after major University ftmetfaMU to sorfo tke 
students and not necessarily close at 11 p.m. 

Finally, Cleveland believes visltaUoa policies and freshman clos-

Fmt laws on the federal 
itatnte tiooksliave atlmd up 
aa much eaa^travenf as tb» 
1968 Ouu Goutiol Act. 

The act was called "a 

start t!0 ending crime In 
Amerlcft" by loine and "a law 
' deBigned to coafuse and Intimi- 
date the iaw-abldias Kun own- 
er" 4iy others. 

A ■array of Manhattan gun 
dealera reveali that the law haa 
not aigniflcanUy attected the 
aale of cuna and ammmnition. In 
fact, at laaat three new local 
atorea sMUat loaa haxm opaaad 
Blnce 1988. 

IN OASK you haven't been to 
your loMMd gnn thop within the 
laat year and a half, thlnga hare 
ohanged. The enactment of the 
Onn CoDtrol Act in October, 
1918, placed reitrlctlona on buy- 
taf ivoa Mid aininnnUion and 
Imposed extra baoKka^flaf du- 
ties on dealers. 

The most significant clause in 
the control act prohlblta the mall 
order of ciiiti by ladtTldiiala 
through iQterestate commerce. 
The act also placet reaUietlona 
on the importitfioa of ana hr te- 
dlTldtiala, 

Uader thla law. the deattr ta 
required to keep detailed records 
of tho a^e of handguns, rifles, 
ahotguna and ammunition, How- 
erer, many local dealers say they 
kept aftnllar record* for thetr 
own information ev«a Ui^oro HW 
law was enacted. 

ANYONB conatderlng the pur- 
chase of firearms or arerounltlon 
should be aware of fUdOitl ai^ 
local resulatloDs. 

The tale of handguns Is gov- 
emed by a 1968 Manhattan ord- 
inance reqnlring a 4 8-honr wait- 
ing period between the time that 
one deel^ to bny tiie gun and 
the time It ian be delivered. 

Under this law. the dealer li 
required to take the buyer's 
name, age and other personal In- 
fonnatltm and notify the police 
of th* tnteat to porehMO IM 
weapon. 

The police then check their 
flies to determine if the buyer is 
a felon; if aot. the dealer can 
complete tha tramaetlOB liiar 
the t«o-dar iKtimL 

IN ADDITION to this require- 
ment, federal law requires that 
handgun pnrehaMra be II yean 
old and a resident of the state 
In which the gua la purchased.

Additionally, for the purchase 
of Koy gvD, federal form 44 TS 
(Firearms Tranaactlona Record) 
must be com^pleted with the buy- 
ers' name, height, weight, race, 
address, birth date and place of 
birth.
